THE PUBLIC HEALTH, 


DISINFECTING IMPORTED RAGS—LOOKING 
INTO THE CONDITION OF FACTORY EM- 
PLOYES — THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION 
MEETING. 

WasHinGTon, D. C., Dec. 10.—The American 
Public Health Association today received and 
referred to a special committee for considera- 
tion and recommendation a series of resolu- 
tions from the Philadelphia Board of Health 
in which it is resoived that no rags from 
foreign ports should be permitted to land at 
the Port of Philadelphia until they shall have 
deen disinfected. The Philadelphia Board 
urges upon the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation the necessity of passing judgment upon 
the matter of the importation of rags and asks 
it to recommend the thorough disinfection of 
imported rags in every part of the United 
States before they are distributed for manu- 
facturing purposes. 

The resolution proposed, suggesting a com- 
mission to examine into the sanitary surround- 
ings of operatives in factories, was reported to 


’ the association by the Executive Committee in 


modified form and adopted. It reoommends 
that the Commissioner of the Labor Bureau 
sbould appoint one or more Commissioners to 
visit the principai factories and workshops of 
the country with the view of ascertaining what 
provisions are made for the protection of the 
bealth of the workmen. 

Dr. Jonn H. Rauch, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health of Illinois, read a paper on 
Maritime Quarantine from the Mouth of the 
St. Lawrence to the Rio Grande.“ Dr. Joseph 
Holt, President of the Louisiana State Board 
of Health, read a paper on ‘“Sunitary Proteo- 
tion of New Orleans, Municipal and Maritime.“ 
and Dr. 8. T. Armstrong of the United States 
Marine Hospital Service a paper on Mari- 
time Sanitation.” Dr. Holt offered resolutions, 
which were referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee, asking Congress to provide for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to consist of three 
persons to investigate the methods pursued at 
Rio Janeiro, Mexico, Panama, and Colon to 
protect the unacclimated against ye low-fever 
infection. The resolutions propose that $30,000 
be appropriated to pay the salaries and ex- 
penses of the commission, each member of 
which should receive as a recompense $5,000.

As to the Internal-Revenve Collectors, the 
Senators will probably net consent to the re- 
movalof Gen. Pavey, Collector in the Cairo 
district, an Andersonville prisoner, and the ap- 
pointment in his place of Anderson, the Demo- 
cratic Greenbacker.

MAJ. CONNOLLY’S CASE. 

As to the United States District Attorney for 
the Southern District of Illinois, there will be 
a determined fight against the confirmation of 
Van Horbke on the ground that his confirma- 
tion will be to fasten a libel upon Connolly, the 
Republican District Attorney, who was re- 
moved to make way for bim. The cause as- 
signed for the removal of Connolly was mis- 
conduct in office. This Connolly's friends con- 
sider a gross assault and they propose to 
vindicate him. The removal of Connolly is 
considered a more inexcusable act on the part 
of the Administration for the reason that he 
offered to resign, but was urged by 
the Democrats daring the Senatorial contest 
not to resign.

SAD CASE OF DESTITUTION, 


TWO FAMILIES OF FRENCH- CANADIANS, 
POORLY CLAD AND WITHOUT SHELTER, 
BRAVE THE LATE BLIZZARD IN THE 
NORTHWEST. 

BuRLINGTON, Ia., Dec. 10.—[Special.)—A 
most horrible case of poverty and exposure 
came to light here today which will probably 
result in the death of two human beings. A 
few days since a family of French-Canadians, 
composed of two men, two women, and half a 
dozen children, barefooted and poorly clad, ar- 
rived in this city from up the river en route to 
St. Louis.

WANT A LARGER FIELD. 


CONNECTICUT SAVINGS BANKS CLAIM THE 
LIST OF SECURITIES IN WHICH THEY ARE 
PERMITTED TO INVEST IS TOO SMALL 
HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 10.—|Special.|—The 

managers of the principal savings banks of 

the State, in view of the difficulty of finding 
renumerative investments in the present limit- 
od list of securities which they are permitted 


by law to invest in, bave voted to ask the o- 


ing Legislature for an enlargement of the list. 
Those securities on the present list cannot now 
be purchased excepting at prices so high that 
the banks cannot invest in them withouf re- 
ducing the interest to depositors, which now 
averages only 4 per cent throughout the State. 
The principal enlargement to de asked 
will be in lists of State bonds, 
and railroad bonds. There are many roads, 
Eastern and Western, whose securities are re- 
garaed in commercial circles as absolutely 
safe, but which the Connecticut savings banks 
cannot touch, because they are prohibited 
buying the bonds unless the stock has yielded 
5 per cent for a prescribed term of years. It 
is estimated that there are several millions of 
dollars now held as surplus or invested in 
light-pay ing securities which will be brought 
out for investment if the law is amended.

Mra. Julia Newberry, Widow of 
at Paris, France. 


The Newberry Millions to Be Divided 
and Distributed by the 


One-Half Endowing a Superb Publio Li- 
brary at Chicazo, the Remainder 
Going to the Heirs. 


The news reached this city yesterday of the 
death at Paris night before last of Mrs. Julia 
Newberry, the widow of Walter L. Newberry, 
an old citizen of Chicago who died seventeen 
years ago. 

Mr. Newberry came to Chicago about 1834. 
He had been keeping a store in Detroit and 
went into similar business as soon as he got 
here. When he bad accumulated a little money 
he put it into real estate, buying among other 
things forty acres, which constitute what 1s now 
known as Newberry’s addition, bounded by 
La Salle, Franklin, Kiazie, and Chicago avenue. 
Being an economical man he never paid out 
as much as he tookin. He steadily added to 
his possessions until at the time of his death, 
in 1868, be was worth about $2,500,000. He 
was at one time elected Alderman, but resigned 
the position berore be served out his term on 
the ground that he had worked for notbing 
long enough and dida’t intend to do so any 
longer. At that primitive period the members 
of the City Council had not learned how to 


| make their Offices as profitable as at present. 


His wife, who was 69 years old at the time of 
ber death, was bora in the City of New York, 
ber maiden name being Julia Butler Clapp. 
She was a cousin of ex-Senator Francis Kernan 
of New York. During her long residence in 
Chicago Mrs. Newberry was loved and respect- 
ed by all who knew her. She was a member of 
St. James’ Episcopal Church, and one of its 
active supporters. She went abroad in 1867 
for the purpose of spending some years in 
France with ber daughters, and it was while on 
a visit to his family the following year that 
Mr. Newberry died on an ocean steamer. The | 
cause of her death was not stated in the dis- 
patch. A report has been printed that, since 
the death of her daughters, Mrs. Newberry had 
worried greatly over the terms of the will and 
became almost a monomaniac on the subject, 
and was afraid to return to America from the 
belief that ber husband’s relatives were banded 
against ber to get possession of her property. 
This story is not believed, however, by those 
who knew ber, and who saw her only a year 
or 80 ago. 

To those who knew the dead woman the news 
will bring sorrow and pain. To those who did 
not know der personally the announcement 
will mean simply that the foundmg of the 
great public library which her husband con- 
templated cannot be much longer delayed. It 
was the misfortune of Mrs. Newberry that, 
without any fault of her own, her life had, by 
the repeated decision of the Supreme Court, 
been declared to stand between the people of 


, Chicago and the proposed library, and also be- 
tween a number of her husband's nephews and 


nieces and their shares in his fortune, of 
which many of them stood sadly in need. 
When Mr. Newberry died he left two daughters, 
and it was his.natural belief that one of them 
at least. would marry and have children.

That which was unlikely did come to pass. 
Both of the daughters died unmarried, Mary 
in 1874 and Julia in 1876. Then the point was 
made on behalf of the beirs, many of whom 
were in needy circumstances, that with 
the death of the last daughter the 
trust was executed, and that the 
estate should then be divided, without 
waiting for the death of the widow. The mat- 
ter was fought obstinately, with good counsel 
on both sides. The fortunes of war varied 
from side to side. Sometimes the heirs seemed 
to have the best of it, and sometimes the trust- 
ees for the estate. But the Supreme Court at 
last decided, after one reboaring bad been 
granted, that nothing could be done till the 
death of the widow. That settied it, and since 
then the beirs have had to wait and see the es- 
tate increasing year by year while their chances 
of getting anything from it seemed farther off 
than ever. 

At last, however, death has come, and there 
is now a chance that in a year or 80 the citi- 
zens of Chicago may see the beginning of a 
library which may in time outshine that which 
Astor gave to New York. and that the descend- 
ants of Mr. Newberry’s nephews and nieces 
may enter into their inberitance.

The Republicans to Establish One 
Today with Reference to Ap- 
pointments. 


Many of Them to Be Opposed—The 
First Bateh Has Already 
Arrived... 


Yesterday's Work in the Senate War

Wasnurncros, D G. Dec. 10.—[Special.}— 
The Republican Senators have called a caucus 
for tomorrow for the purpose of receiving the 


which should. be pursued toward the Presi 
dent’s nominations. The committee is some- 
what divided, but is agreed on one or two 
points. The caueus will be likely to treat the 
partial report of us committee only as ad vis- 
ory. The talk of Republican Senators indi- 
cates more than it did when Congress first as- 
sembled the probabinty of opposition. One 
point is clear: in cases where commis- 
sions bave expired the Senate will 
generaliy. confirm the appointees against 
nose integrity, general character, 
or qualifications no serious charges can suc 
cessfully be made. The charges in cases of 
suspensions will be carefully examined. 
VW bere an official has been removed upon alle- 
gations of misconduct the admintstrauon will 
be called upon for proof of the alleged miscon- 
duct, and if the proof does not sustain the 
charge the nomination will fall. Where tne 
cause of the removal is * offensive partisan- 
ship” the Republicans will insist that the 
charge of offensive partisanship be proved, 
and that it shall aleo be shown that the person 
nominated to succeed an offensive partisan is 
not himself an offensive partisan. 

The argument that the duty of a Senator is 
dual in the matter. of confirmations will be 
very earnestly insisted upon by some of the 
Republican Senators. They will maintain that 
it ie as much the duty of a Senator under 
his oath to examine into the question of re- 
movais from office as into the appointments. 
There are some persons to whose confirmation 
Objections will be made on the ground that 
they either are not qualified or that they are 
not of good character. Inthe matter of the 
appointments in Maine there will be 
a united opposition on the part of 
the Senstors from that State to all who were 
connected with the Garcelon frauds. In this 
category is likely to be included Pillsbury, Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue at Boston. 

The Republican Senators bave been consid- 
ering the propriety of discussing the nomine- 
tons in open session. Those who advocate 
this think that the Republicans will be at a 


great disadvantage in not being able to make 
known their reasons for rejections without 
violating their oath of secrecy; while a few 
object to the executive sessions for the consid- 
eration ot domestic confirmations under any 
circumstances.

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In moving a reference of the bill to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs Mr. Dolph cited the 
President’s comments, and had the Clerk read 
from the report of the Secretary of War the 
sta ement of that officer with regard to the law 
in question, and the difficulty expressed in its 
interpretation. From these statements it ap- 
peared that one of the claims presented was for 
indemnity for loss of clothing of a family of 
six; another for household furniture destroyed 
in the great fire at Chicago; and another for 
the loss of two gold watches. 

Mr. Dolph said be saw no reason why 
the Government should act as insur- 
er of of officers and 
gold ere in ite army any more than 
the property of the many more of its servants 
and agents. He objected ta the law aleo upon 
the ground that it established no limit to the 
amount of property that should be paid for, 
and that it did not sufficiently designate the 
character of articles that were to be covered 
by its provisions. 

Mr. Cockrell saw no reason for any difficulty 
in the interpretation of the law. It was as 
specific as in the nature of things it could be. 

e thought there should de some machinery 
in the War Department that would enable that 
devartment to furn'sh what articies were use- 
ful, necessary, and proper for an officer or 
soldier to have in the line of his duty, those 
being the onty classes of articles subject to 
claim under provisions of the act. 

Mr. Hawley was astonished that any person 
capabie of filling the position of Secretary of 
War should find any difficulty in construing the 
law in question. He thougbt it no reasonable 
objection to the act that some foolish person 
had seen fit to suppose that under it be could 
get indemnity for the “loss of two gold 
watches.” The purpose of the act bad been to 
relieve Congress of a class of claims constantly 
coming before it. A Secretary of War should 
be able to decide what articles were useful. 
necessary, and proper for an officer and for a 
soldier in the line of duty. 

Mr. Logan was opposed to the Government 
becoming an ingurer, but the act complained of 
admitted of no doubt as to its interpretation, 

Mr. Plumb thought the law placed a very 
dangerous power in the Secretary of War. 

Mr. Logan said the law applied to the officer 
and soldier m their capacity of officer and 
soldier—not otherwise. 

Mr. Dolph's bil was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs.

Among other dills introduced and appropri- 
ately referred were the following: 


By Mr. Conger—To enable the Light Board to in- 
crease the number of lighthouse districts on the 
Western rivers. Also, providing for the erection 
of a building for the Lighthouse Board in Wash- 
ington, D. ©. 

By Mr. Platt—To relieve commercial travelers 
from license taxes. (It makes it a misdemeanor 
for any officer of a State or municipal corporation 
to interfere in any way with a commercial traveler 
selling goods in a State of which he or the mer- 
chant he represents is not a citizen.) 

By Mr. Wilson of lowa—To protect the interests 
of the United States in respect to any incum- 
brances on property wherein it bas an interest. 
(It empowers the Secretary of the Treasury, under 
the direction of the President, to pay off any law- 
ful incumbrances upon Government property 
whenever, in his opinion, it is deemed expedient.) 

By Mr. Wilson of lowa-—To promote 
among nations. (it authorises the Presiden: to 
enter into negetiations with other Governments 
with a view to the orgautsauon of an international 
tribunal for the arbitration of any difficulties that 
may occur among nations and requests him to in- 
vite other nations to send delegates to a proposed 
International Peace Convention to be held in 
Wasbington at such time as he may fix, and appro- 
priates $150,000 for this purpose.) 

By Mr. George—To establish agricultural experi- 
ment stations in connection with the agricultural 
colleges in the several States. 

By Mr. Plumb—To open to homestead settie- 
ment certain portions of the Indian Territory. 
(This is the Oklaboma bill of the last Congress.) 


Mr. Plumb said this measure was a literal 
copy of one introduced in the last Congress 
and passed during the closing hours of the sés- 
sion. By that bill the President was author- 
ized—and he thought the word authorize meant 
required—to open negotiations with the In- 
dians for the purpose of securing a cession of 
the land. It bad been expected that that 
would be done during the last summer and 
that the results would be reported to Con- 
gress at this session. He was informed, bow- 
ever, that no steps had been taken in that 
direcuon and thought it important that some 
settlement of this question should be reached. 
If not settled by Congress it might settle itself 
in a way not satisfactory to the country. He 
expressed the hope that the measure would re- 
ceive the early attenuon of the Committee on 
Indian Affairs. 


By Mr. Van Wyck—To establish an additional 
land district in the State of Nebraska. 

By Mr. Gibson--To transfer the United States 
‘Barracks at Baton Rouge, La,, to the Louisiana 
State University. 

By Mr. Piumb—To improve the efficiency of the 
militia. (It authorizes and directs the Secretary of 
War, on the application of any State or Territory, 
to recall unserviceable ordnance or ordnance 
stores issaed tothe militia and replace them with 
the kind supplied te the regular army.) 

By Mr. Cali—To repeal all laws and parte of laws 
prohibiting pensions to wounded soldiers and offi- 
cers without proof of loyalty. Also, to amend the 
articles of war so that no person can be tried by 
court-martial for desertion whose offense was com- 
mitted two years before his apprehension, pro- 
vieed he has been that length of time in the United 
States since desertion. Also, a bill to amend Sec. 
4.400 of the Revised Statutes 60 that vessels under 
five tons burden and used for private purposes 
shall not de subject to license. Also, to investigate 
the issue of fraudulent land warrants and to pro- 
tect soldiers and sailers of the United States from 
loss therefrom. (It puts the enforcement of its 
provisions in the hands of the Secretary of the In- 
terior.) Also, to reimburse the depositors of the 
Freedmen’s Savings and Trust Company for losses 
incurred by the failure of said company. 
Also, to create a Bureau of Fine Arts under the 
management of the Smithsonian Institution. Also, 
to regulate the sub-ietting of contracts for ecarry- 
ing the United States mails. (It provides that con- 
tracts for carrying the mails shall not be sub-let 
without the consent of the Postmaster-General.) 
Also, authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
overrule and reverse the decisions of all inferior 
officers of the Treasury Department. Also, to 
provide for the auditing and payment of claims of 
soldiers who served in the several Indian wars in 
Florida. (It provides that when money shall be 
paid by the United States to any State to reim- 
burse it for orgapizing and maintaining troops for 
defense against Indians, such money shall be paid 
on condition that the State shall agree to apply 
such money to the payment of such troops.) 

Ny Mr. Piuamb—To make an additional article of 
war. It provides that any officer serving with 
troops of any soidier not on furlough who gam- 
bles, or any officer of the army, whetheror not 
serving with troops, who by gambling shail win 
money from an inferior officer, shall be court- 
martialed, and that any post-trader who permits 
gambling in his establishment shall have bis ap- 
pointment revoked, and makes it the duty of every 
commanding officer to enforce the provisions of the 
act.

DO FISH SLEEP? 


INVESTIGATIONS MADE BY AN ENGLISH 
ICHTH YOLOGIST—VORACIOUS FISH NEVER 
SLUMBER. 

London times: A feeling of dubitancy exists 
in the minds of many persous as to whether the 
members of the finny tribes sleep in common 
with terrestrial animals. The ceaseless activ- 
ity of fish naturally prompts the thought that 
nature has omitted to endow them with 
somnoient desires. This is a reasonable con- 
clusion, seemg that the sphere of life which the 
denizens of our waters occupy is scarcely in 
bon accord with repose. On the other hand, 
can it be possible that any animal, whether in- 
digenous to land or water, is excluded from 
the potency of sleep, or rest that comes 
periodically upon all as the “death of each 
day's life“? In order to arrive at a solution of 
his mysterious prob.em, W. August Carter of 
the late fisheries exbibidon bas just carried 
out a series of experiments and investigations 
at the aquarium of the inventions exhibiuon. 
After closeiy watching the fish both day ana 
night, de had come to the conclusion that 
sleep is common to certain fish, and that rest 
is indulged in by all at intervals, not neces- 
sarily at night, dut ia some cases durmg the 
day. Their desire for sleep or rest seems to 
be governed by the state of the atmospbere, 
and it is found that they exbibit greater activ- 
ity during cold weather than when it is bot, 
and vice versa. 

Mr. Carter has discovered that the 
perch, gudgeon, tenoh, Garp, and catfish s.cep 
periodically; and that aue marine fish the 
wrasse, dory, conger eek -dogfish, bullbeads, 
and all spec.es of fish possess somnolent la- 
atincts. Those eb that do not sleep are the 
goldfish, base, mullet, and the salmonidw 
family, as wellas many others; but although 
ever wakeful, they frequently rest. It has 
been found that some fish sleep during suspen- 
sion in the water, although they usuuliy seek 
rocks, mud, or gravel upon which to repose. 
The wrasse, tor instance, always selects se- 
cluded crevices among rocks, where it lies 
upon its side as though lifeless. It is stated 
that while asleep fish trequentiy fail a prey to 
their predaceous congeners, apd afford an op- 
portunity to those possessing bat small power 
of rapid locomotion to prey upon them. 
Voracious fish, such as the pike, never sleep. 
according to Mr. Carter, but ever remain 
watcnful for morsels wherewith to satisfy 
their maw. 


SINGULAR UO CURRENCK. 


A FOURTEEN-INCH BLACKBURRY-STEM UP 
THE NOS OF A HORSE—HOW IT GUT 
THERB. 

Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle: C. R. Brigham, of 
this city, sold a horse to a gentleman i.ving in 
the country and guaranteed him to be sound. 
The borse was turned into a pasture by his pur- 
chaser and at the end of a week brought back 
to Mr. Brigham with the statement that be 
couldn't breathe properly, and was, in horse jar-

As the 
horte was being harnessed Mr. Brigham noticed 
blood ip one of bis nostrils and ordered the boy 
to take a cloth and wipe it off. In doing so the 
boy felt some foreign substance in the horse's 
nose, which upon investagaton seemed to be 
a small twig. He caught hold of it to pull it 
out and a stream o: blood gusbed out over his 
hand. A veterinary surgeon was sent for, and 
the twig proved to be a blackberry stem four 
teen incbes long, thickly lined with briars on 
all sides. The horse lost about a gallon of 
3 but is dom well and will soon be all 
rig 

The cause of his difficulty in breathing was 
at once accounted for. In grazing in the pas- 
ture be bad run the briar into bis nostril, and 
in rubbing his nose on the ground to get it out 
bad driven it further into bis bead until the 
piece fourteen inches lou was broken off. The 
briar was clotted all over with blood, and a 
small artery was cut in removing it. It is one 
of the most singular cases that have come be- 
tore the horsemen, and buj for the accidental 
discovery of the end of the twig in the borse’s 
nose would doubtess have resulted fatally.

Mr. Vilas Knows Too Well for That 


President Cleveland Subject to 
Criticism. | 


He Seemed to Lack Devotion at the Re- 
ligious Services Held in Memory 
of Alfonse, 


| Wasurratror, D. G, Dec. 10.—[Special.}— 


The reports as to the probable removal of Capt. 
White, superintendent of the railway mail 
service, are, according to the best information 
bere, a réthrasning. of dd straw. It Capt. 
White shall be removed the act will be a gross 
breach of faith on the part of the Post-Office 
Department. Capt. White came here at the 
beginning of the Administration and indicated 
that if he wag expected to retire he wished to 
do go before opportunities for entering 
into other business were lost. He was 
plainly. told by the best authority that his 
resignation was not wanted, and was informed 
in almost direct terms that he would be re- 
tained. The Postmaster-General discovered 
that the railway mail service was the right arm 
of the department; that its corps of skilled 
men stood between him and chaos; that if be 
crippled that service in any particular he 
would put the Administration in a very unfav- 
orable light at the homes of the voters. Ac- 
cordingly Mr. Vilas adopted the policy of main- 
tainmmg the reilway postal service as nearly as 
possible at the ol state of oefliciency, 
to make certain that the serv- 
joe should not deteriorate, he re 
tained the efficient Republican General 
Superintendent, Mr. Jameson of Wisconsin.. 
Everything that Mr. Vilas has said to all 
comers has shown that be does not intend to 


disturb the railway-postal service. He, more 


over, is well aware that if one of the division 
superintendents shall be removed the remain- 
ing Republican superintendents, who are re- 
tained in all secdons of the country, would feel 
insecure and would probably resign. The con- 
sequence of putting green men at the heads of 
all these divisions, and possibly in the chair of 
the chief at Washingtoa, Mr. Vilas uosder- 
stands, and therc ieevery reason to believe he 
will invite no such crisis in the postal service. 

[Superintendeot James BE. White, of the railway 
mail service, returned tothe city yesterday. Speak- 
ing of the charges flied against bim at Weshing- 
ton dy Post-Office employés de said to a TRIBUNE 
reporter: I don’t know that there’s wuen to add 
to what Mr. Troy said yeaterday. The charges are 
all false. I can’trecall any of the circumstances 
they are said to cover. It's not true that lever 
sent any man to Cincinnati to vote, or that I ever 
compelied any of the emplorvés to pay political 
assessments. As to the assertions made about my 
personal babits, neglect of official duties, attend- 
ing to private business and 80 on. my 
record in this office speaks for itseif.’’ 
Capt. White further stated that he would be 
guided in his action by General- Superintendent 
Jameson, who was his immediate superior in of- 
fice. If Mr. Jameson thought any explanation ar 
reply to the charges was necessary be would prob- 
ably notity Capt. White.

THE PRESIDENT SEVERELY CRITICISED.” 


There is quite a stron=,.thougd stleut, uoder- 
current of feeling in diptamatic ciracies in re- 
gard to an apparent marked discourtesy shown 
by President Cleveland durimg the celebration 
of the solemn requ em mass in St. Matthew's 
Chureb today for the repose of the soul of the 
late King of Spain. The service was a most 
entirely musical. Their were no especial gen- 
uffexions required, but once and again, as in 
the Protestant- Episcopal service, there was a 
requirement that the congregation should 
arise. The entire atdience, including every 
foreign diplomat and tbe Cabinct mem- 
bers present, rose im respectful rec- 
Og nition of the usage of the 
church. President Cieveland alone, wrapped 
in bts overcoat, sat immoveble, with bis arms 
folded, the centre of all eyes, and the subject 
of commentary much the reverse of flattery. 
It was also noted that the President, in leaving 
the church, before the last solemn strains of 
the service had ded. away, bestowed “nods 
and becks end wreathed smiles” upon hig ad- 
mirers in entire disregard of the occasion, and 
as f in fact it was simply a reception to him- 
self. 

Six hundred invitations, beavily bordered 
with black. were issued to the President and 
Cubinet, the diplomatic corps, and others. 

The auditorium ot the church was draped iu 
mourning. In front of the altar-rail stood the 
catafalque, on which was a casket of black 
ornamentea with silver. The base of the 
catafaique was draped with Spanieh flags sur- 
mounted by the Spanish national colors. The 
altar was draped in black, the pillars of the 
tabernacie being entwined with black bunting. 
No flowers were on the altar and a simple floral 
wreath rested on the top of the casket. 

At precisety II o'clock President Cleveland 
and Secretaries Bayard and Endicott entered 
the church and were assigned seats in the front 
pew on the right side of the centre aisle. 
The Spanish Legation occupied seats on 
the opposit side of the aisle. Sefior Va- 
lera, assisted by the naval attachés, by the 
Vicomte de Nogueras, the Portuguese Minister, 
the Dean of the Diplomatie Corps, reccived the 
foreign ministers at the head of the centre 
aisle. They were then given seats by the 
attachés of the Spaniah Legation, who acted as 
ushers. They wore crape on their lett 
arms. All of the foreign legations were 
represented. The English, German, French, 
Portuguese and Russian Ministers and at. 
tachés bad seats very near the Spanish Lega- 
tion. There was scarcely a vacant seat left. 
either in the auditorium or galleries. Mozart's 
requiem mass was sung by the church quartet, 
assisted by acholrof thirty voices and with 
orchestra apcompaniment. The Rev. Dr. Cha- 
pelle, pastor of St. Matthew's, was the cele- 
brant ef the mess, and a number of priests oo 
cupied seats within the sanctuary. At the 
conc.usion of the mass Sefior Valera escorted 
the President to the door. Then came the Sec- 
retaries and the entire diplomatic corps. All 
remained standing as the President passed 
down the aisle.

The Standard, apparently forgetting 
such English manipuiators as Mr. John Pender 
and Sir Bdward Watkin, preaches a curious 
funeral homily over the dead man: 

A less remarkable career than Vanderbilts could 
hardly be imagined; In all its aspects it appears 
sordid and mean. He was the most marvelous ex- 
ample of the tyranny of capital possible to imag- 
me, and the reign of men like him is by no 
means over yet in North America. Outside of the 
stock markets he was nobody. Look at the career 
of such u man on what side you please and you 
will and it. if not absolutely a failure, at least 
destitute of a vestige or germ of that moral 
and social power over men’s minds which 


might make inordinate wealth a danger to the 


State. As a mere mun of money, Vanderbilt is an 
object of pity rather than admiration. His wealth 
was s0 immeasurably beyond dis power either to 
epend orto enjoy that the worries of its oppres- 
sion well may bave hastened bis end.

It was definitly decided that there would be 
no services at the Louse before going to the 
cbhureb. Prelimiuary services had been sug- 
gested to meet the wishes of the family that 
all possible privacy and absence of display 
and crowd attend the last ceremony.

VANDERBILT'S WILL. 

Mt. Vanderbilt's will is to be ovened Friday 
after the funeral. The will was drawn for bim 
by ex-Judge Rapallo. Several times, according 
to his varying fortunes, he made preparations 
for the disposal of his property. Codicile were 
added to the will repeatedly. Chauncey M. 
Depew, in speaking tonight of this matter, 
said: “Mr. Vanderbilt did not expect sudden 
death, but he was ready for it. His affairs for 


many years were arranged so that he might be 


fully prepared for that event. Being a 
prudent, far-sighted man, he was anxious 
to provide fully for such a_ division 
of bis estate as would save it from being 
squandered, injured, or dissipated by legal 
coutroversy or contest. He made a will when 
be went to Europe several years ago. He has 
added to it or changed it at various times 
since then. It is reported that I am to be an 
executor, or trustee, or something of 
that kind. While I do not know 
the details of the will, and would not 
speak of them if I did, I do know that 
Iam not to serve in any such capacity. and I 
believe I am not mentioned in the will. It 
may be considered reasunably certain, also, 
that the will is not to be made public in any 
part until the time of its presentation for pro- 
bate at the Surrogate's office. No statement 
has been authorized by me in regard to the 
division of the estate. Every one knows what 
positions Mr. Vanderbiit’s sons held. Whether 
the will makes them secure in such positions 
and possessions only the publication of the will 
can discilose.”’ 
WHAT THE BROKERS SAY. 

There was much. discussion and speculation 
among the brokers today concerning Vander- 
dilt's disposition of his property. The pre- 
vailing sentiment appeared to be that if the 
dead millionaire had followed his father’s 
example and had willed the bulk of his 
fortune to one son there would de 


no derangement to speak of in _ the 
market vaipe of the so-called Vanderbilt 


stocks. A report was circulated that Mr. 
Vanderbilt had left explicit instructions that 
none of his securities, with one or two excep- 
tions, should be sold until a year after his 
death. The prices of New York Central and 
Lake Shore stock stiffened perceptibly on this 
report. Mr. Henry Clews said: 


In such quarters, for some time to come at 


least, more or less of a dazed condition will pre- 
vail. Lam of the opinion that, now Mr. Vander- 
bilt ia no more. Mr. Gould’s plan of leaving the 
street will undergo a modification, by his remain- 
ing for some time longer at the helm.

Drexel, Morgan & Ce. were credited with 
having bought 25,000 shares of Lake Sbore, 
and a member of that firm was quoted as say- 
ing that the tone of the market for the day 
was even better than he and his colleagues had 
thought would be possible, even with the big 
supporting orders to sustain it. He predicted 
a continuance of steadiness. 

Mr. F. P. Freeman, one of Mr. Vanderbilt's 
close friends and favorit brokers, said that 
none of the sons of Mr. Vanderbilt or any 
other members of the family, even the 
most remote, had any part in 
bringing about the conference to provide 
means to sustain the market in an emergency. 
It was the plan of leading operators who had 
interests of their own at stake. There will 
be no crash to foilow from his death, said Mr. 
Freeman.

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Gratifying Results of the Government 
Experiments in Diffusion and 
Carbonatation. 


The Prairie States Will Yet Supply Their 
Own Sweetening and Have a 
Surplus for Sale. 


LAWRENCE, Kas., Nov. 28.—(Special Cor- 


‘respondence.)}—lt was during the high tide of 


the flush days of the first Napoleon that a new 
sugar plant Was discoverea. The plant—the 
beet—was not new, but as a source of pro- 
ductive gaccharine matter it had been unde- 
veloped. Europe had to depend upon the 
tropics for sugar. Chemists discovered the 
sugar properties contained in the beet. Na- 
poleon set aside a sum of money for its growth 
and manufacture into sugar. Other nations 
followed, and now beet sugar is known ail over 
the world. It enters into sharp competition 
with the sugar of the tropics’ in Continental 
Europe. It crosses the great waters and even 
in this country is sold by the side of the sugar 
from tropical countries. The processes of de- 
velopmg the beet-sugar industry were slow; 
the plant had to be perfected, improved, and 
brought to the highest stages of development. 
Means of manufacture had to be invented; the 
machinery had to be made; failures unavoid- 
ably resulted, but the sweetness was there; 
chemical analysis bad demonstrated it, and it 
was not doubted that the saccharine in this 
most useful vegetable could be utilized. The 
experiences in the growth and development of 
the beet-sugar interest are being repeated in 
the sorghum industry. 


SORGHUM PRODUCTS OF KANSAS. 
Last year there were grown in this State 
116,511 acres of sorghum. The plant is admir- 
ably adapted and takes kindly to the rich 
ioamy soll of the eastern part of the State, and 
to the sandy and barren deserts of Western 
Kansas quite as well. Indeed, it is now demon- 


strably certain that the Great American Des- 
ert.“ or the greater portion of it (and the 
greater portion was in Kansas according to the 
old geographers), is well adapted to the grow- 
ing of sorghum, for it can stand drouth better 
than most any other plant. So, with the sor- 
gbum and the boundiess plains of grass, even 
if irrigation should fail and other crops than 
sorghum and grass refuse to grow, Westera 
Kansas could still support a pretty dense pop- 
ulation. 

„And you really think that Kansas will yet 
grow the cane that will manufacture ber own 
sugar?’’ asked your correspondent the other day 
of Prof. Swenson, chemist ot the Ottawa Sugar- 
Works. 

„Indeed. I do,“ was his reply. ‘Kansas 
will not only make her own sugar, but she will 
make plenty to supply ber neighbors." 

This conclusion and statemeat of a possible 
fact are based upon experiments made withia 
the last six months and conciuded witbin the 
last six weeks. The Appropriation bill for the 
Department of Agriculture ror the fiscal year 
ending July 1, 1884, contained an item of $50,- 
000 for necessary expenses in conducting ex- 
periments, including experiments in the manu- 
facture of sugar from sorghum and 
other vegetable plants. The money 
was expended after a fashion, but, 
what with bad-contracts and unfortunate and 
futile attempts for the accomplishment of the 
right thing in the wrong way, the money might 
as well bave been buried in the Missouri River 
as to have been put in any sugar plant. Noth- 
ing daunted, the plucay junior Senator from 
Kansas—Senator Plumb—sucoeeded in getting 
an appropriation ot $40,000 for the same pur- 
pose enumerated above in last year’s Ap- 
propriation bili. This was not available, of 
course, until July 1, 1885. Thursday, Oct. 8, 
1885, the first trial took place under the new 
diffusion and carbonatation process—the same, 
substantially, that is used in the magufacture 
of beet-sugar. Thus the principle is really 
not a new one. It is an old one and has been 
successfully applied. It may as well be re- 
marked here that hitherto the manufacture of 
sugar from sorghum cane bas not been a finan- 
cial success. It has had a fair trial in Kansas, 
but the attempts thus far must be classed fail- 
ures. Sugar has been made and in very con- 
siderabie quantities, but the expense attending 
the manufacture, the waste in extraction of 
the sirup, and the failure to utilize the sweet- 
ness in the sirup seemed to forecast failure to 
the business, promising as was the showing 
two years ago. The following are the statistics 
of the business in this State last year:

EXPERIMENTING. 


The first trial under the new process, as 
stated, took place Oct. 8, 1885. Prof. Wiley of 
the Agricultyral Bureau at Washington re- 
ports: 

The cutters were started at 8 a. m. and work was 
continued until 5a. m. Friday, Oct. 9. During this 
time seventy cells were diffused of 1,400 pounds 
each, or a total of 98,000 pounds. The weight of 
the diffused juice was 96,140 pounds from sixty-five 
cells. 

The analysis of the exhausted chips showed only 
a trace of sucrose and 0.10 per cent of glucose. 
The waste waters of diffusion showed a loss of 0.10 
per cent sucrose and 0.10 per cent glucose. The 
total loss ot suaars, therefore, was 0.10 per cent of 
sucrose and 0.20 per cent giucose. The excess of 
glucose in tnese analyses is explained by the fact 
that the samples of exhausted chips and waste wa- 
ters taken during the night were not analyzed un- 
til the next day, and meanwhile the sucrose suf- 
fered inversion. 

The total loss of sugar, therefore, in chips and 
waste waters was .30 percent. This is a remarka- 
bly good extraction, and the result is very satis- 
factory. 

When the cells could be promptly emptied it was 
an easy matter to, make a diffusion every twelve 
minutes, and the extraction was just as good as in 
those cases where twice that time was employed, 
These results showed that sorghum-cane diffuses 
with great readiness, and in this respect it appears 
to have an advantage over the beet. 

The cane employed was quite imperfectiy 
stripped and the sheaths and remaining biades 
were, of course, treated in the cells together with 
the chips. The coloring and gummy matters which 
they contained were, therefore, found in the diffu- 
gion juices. 

It will be a very easy matter to run these chips 
through a sieve, in connection with a blower, and 
remove all objectionabie matter. 

The weight of coal used from the time of firing 
up Thursday morning until the time of stopping 
Friday morning—nearly twenty-four hours—was a 
little over 3,000 pounds. But when the chips could 
be promptly removed from the celis it was possible 
to make a diffusion every ten minutes. Hence the 
whole work might, have been done in 720 minutes, 
or eleven hours and forty minutes. In this case 
half the coal might have been saved. The force 
required to do the work was:

With slight changes in the battery it will be an 
easy matter to reduce this to $20, and if the celle 
are made twice as large the cost will be still less. 
With apparatus properly arranged the cost of dif- 
fusing a ton of cane will not be greater than 30 
cents. Good machinists estimated that about fif- 
teen-horse power was used in driving the machin- 
ery and heating tne cells in the experiments made. 


DIFFUSION. 

A study of the table of diffusions reveals some 
curious facts relating to the 
position of the cane. Beginning 
diffusion and ending with the eleventh, eight ceils 
in all, the following facte appear: The mean spe- 
cific gravity of the diffusion juice at 15° was 1.045, 
corresponding to 11.2 per cent total solids. The 
weight of juice drawn of was 10 per cent greater 
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swung out, yielding 1,420 pounds, or about 30 per 
cent of washed and dried sugar, or ninety-five 
pounds per ton of cane worked. 

Allowing twelve pounds per gallon for the masse 
* the number of galions per ton of cane was 


The sugar was of fine quality, the molasses of 
much better quality than that obtaiued in the 
usual way, and the whole product was in every re- 
spect satisfactory. 4 

In all 100,000 pounds of juice was carbonatated, 
and I do not hesitate to say that this process of 
defecation offers every evidence of being the one 
which should be brought into general use. in 
large sugar- factories the sa in scums alone in 
one season would pay for the carbonatation plant. 


GENERAL RESULTS. 

The general results of the experiments may be 
summarized as follows: 

I. By the process of diffusion 98 per cent of the 
sugar in the cane was extracted, and the yield was 
fully double that obtained in the ordinary way. 

2. The difficulties to be overcome ia the applica- 
tion of diffusion are wholly mechanical. With the 
apparatus on hand the following changes are 
necessary in order to be abie work 120 tons per 
day. (a) The diffusion cells shouid be made 
twice as large as they now are; that 
is, of 130 cubic: feet capacity. (b) 
The opening through which the chips 
are discharged should be made as nearly as possi- 
dle of the same area as a horizontal cross-section 
of the cell. (c) The forced feed of the cutters re- 
quiresa few minor changes in order to prevent 
choking. (d) The apparatus for delivering the chips 
to the cells should be remodeled so aa to dispense 
with the labor of one man. 

3. The process of carbonatation for the purifica- 
tion of the juice is the only method which will give 
a limpid juice with a minimum of waste and a max- 
imum of purity. 

4. By a proper combination of diffusion and car- 
bonatation the experiments have demonstrated 
that fully 95 per cent of the sugar in the cane can 
be placed on the market either as dry sugar or mo- 
lasses. 


5. It is highly imvortant that the department 
complete the experiments so successfully inaugu- 
rated by making the changes in the machinery men- 
tioned above and by the erection of a complete car- 
boratation outfit. 

THE QUESTION SOLVED. 

In the course of a conversation with the rep- 
resentative of Tan Trisune Prof. Swenson, 
Chemist and Superintendent of the Ottawa 
Sugar Works, was asked: ‘** You consider the 
sorghum sugar question practically solved, do 
you not?“ 

» Yes!” was the reply. “I haven't any 
doubt of it. These experiments bave been 
conducted under my own eye. I know there 
can de no mistake. The tests are infabhiible. 
We have the sugar product to verify our ex- 
perimental testings.” 

And by how much have you cheapeued the 
cost of making a pound of sugar by the new 
diffusion and carbonatution process?“ 

By over one-half. In the first place we 
save 45 per centin the amount of sirup ex- 
tracted. By the old methods, expensive as the 
machinery is, we could get but 55 per cent of 
the saccharine matter extracted. Now we 
really get it all. The roller milis do not stc- 
ceed in getting the juice from the cane as per- 
fectly as the common methods used in the one- 
horse ‘sugar mills used by every farmer 
growing acrop of sorghum. But that method 
of expressing the juice, rudely constructed as 
are the mills, by runnmg through but one .ayer 
of cane the juice is pretty thoroughly ex- 
pressed, but the six to eight thicknesses 
of cane run through the rolling 
mills, tremendous as tbe pressure 18. 
fail to bring out the maximum of sirup. Then 
in the making of the sirup into sugar by the 
diffusion and carbonatation process—really the 
process used in beet-sugar manufacture—there 
is such thoroughness in expression, perfection 
in quality of the sugar, and economy that I 
ean see no defects in the solution of the sor- 
ghum-sugar problem.“ 

**I suppose there may yet be room for im- 
provement in the.process of manufacture 
under the new system?’’ 

„O! yes. There seem to be a good many 
new things under the sun these days, but there 
is nothing perfect. The method now adopted 
by us requires, and seemingiy only requires, 
greater skiiland perfection in making thé ma- 
chinery, and of course there will be improve- 
ments in the growing of the cane—improve- 
ments in its quality, I mean. Much progress 
has been made in this direction, as you 
are aware. There is not much similarity 
in our present ‘amber’ and ‘orange’ to the 
‘Chinese and Imphee of twenty years ago. 
There bas been wonderful improvement in the 
apple, in the potato, in the horse, and borned 
cattie; and why sbould there not be in the 
quality of sorgbum-cane, quantity per acre, 
and economy of cuiture?”’ 

„And will the new system necessitate the 
abandonment of the old machinery and putting 
in of new works to conform to the new meth- 
ods of expression and manufacture?” 

“It win. This is unfortunate, but I can’t 
see how it can be helped. The old machinery 
cannot be adapted to the new method, ana, 
though very considerable sums are iovested in 
the milis in this State and e.sewhere, I can 
hardiy see how this machinery can be utilized 
in the sorgbum-sugar works of the future.’’ 

And how will the expense of putting in a 
plant under the new system compare with that 
of the old—will it be increased or lessened?’’ 

It will be lessened fully one half. In the 
first piace, fifteen-horse power will take the 
place of 150-horse power. And there are other 
conditions by which the expense will be les- 
sened, as I said, fully one-halt.“ 


A GENUINE BOOM. 


“The sorghum-sugar industry is likely to 
experience a boom, is it not, in Kansas and 
other prairie States?” 

It is, 1 think, without a doubt. I am now 
in correspondence with a Chicago syndicate 
which expects to putin a mill somewhere in 
Southern Kansas. We have our eye on two or 
three different points. It costs about $50,000 
to put in a plant that will insure profitabie re- 
turns under the new system and meet the re- 
quirements ofa good sorgbum-growing local- 
ny.“ 

“You have had some trouble with your cane 
this year, have you not!“ 

„Ves. For the first time in the history of 
sorghum cane-growing in this State I think 
the cane in this immediate section is imper- 
fect. This has been a great drawback to our 
experiments under the new process of mannt- 
facture. I mean the results have not been as 


favorable as they would have been with cane) 


such as we usually grow here that has been 
grown in Kansas and Nebraska for twenty-five 
years with unvarying success. The spring 
was unusually late, cold, and wet. Then 
the 4th of October a heavy frost 
kilied the leaves of the cane. That 
which was matured was not  injdred. 
Then the 6th we had quite a severe freeze 
that materially injured the cane. Frosts this 
early are not liable to occur in Kansas, so that 
this injury tothe cane can be regarded as ex- 
cepuuonal, and the experiences of the last twen- 
ty-five years confirm this statement.” 

„ Wbat is your probable output for the pres- 
ent year!“ 

“We shall make 50,000 gallons of molasses 
and 200,000 pounds of sugar. Yes, you can say 
that sorghum has got a boom, and chat the 
prairie States ere long will make their own 
sugar. Kansas will, I am sure, get a sorgbum 
boom and have a ‘right smart’ crop to sweeten 
her sour neighbors.” W. M. R

Evening Chureh-Parties the Proper 
Thing Now Instead of the 
Opera. 


“ Missioner” Aitken's Sermon at 
Special Services in Other Epis- 
„ copal Churches. 


New Yor«, Dec. 10.—|Special.|—The Rev. 
Mr. W. H. M. Aitken, the English missioner, 
is attracting large crowds to listen to his 
noon sermons at Old Trinity Church. That 
spacious edifice is filled daily, and the 
aisles are occupied throughout by inter- 
ested auditors. There is a pretty preva- 
lent idea that brokers are an irreverent, 
godless set of men, insensible to religious influ- 
ences, but these men leave the hurly-buriy of 
Wall street, with its countless attractions, and 
visit Old Trinity witn a regularity that 
is somewhat surprising when the general 
weakness for money-making is taken into con- 
sideration. These services were begun Monday, 
Nov. 30, and from the outset their success 
seemed assured. They were instituted ia con- 
junction with the Advent Mission, which began 
five days earlier in twenty-one of the leading 
Episcopal churches of New York City, and 
which, in turn, was the development of 
a plan proposed by the Rev. Dr. Pigeon, 
Vicar of Halitax, England, the Rev. Mr. 
Aitken, and the Rev. James Stevens of the 
Missionary Society of the Church of England. 
The suggestion for holding the Advent Mission 
was indorsed by Bishop Potter and other Bishb- 
ops of the American Episcopal Church, and 
the reverend gentlemen who have been 
so useful in the missionary. field in 
Engiand were invited to make à visit 
to this country for the purpose of engaging in 
the work. Their duties at home were mani- 
fold, but they succeeded in competing ar- 
rangements for a short stay here. It is no 
part of their plan to engage in what is known 
as a revival, but to hold religious services 
without any of the sensational accesso 
ries employed by some other denominations. 
The quiet, unobstrusive teaching of God's 
Word, with pointed, practical addresses, is the 
method employed. So far as can be judged the 
services which have been going on in the 
various churches here have met with 
great success. The noonday services at 
Trinity, in Broadway, forms a part of the 
general plan, to which the missioners are di- 
recting their attention, as bas already been 
stated. The services cover a balf hour or little 
more, and after brief religious exer- 
cises an address is delivered. The Rev. Mr. 
Aitken began with the subject, Is life 
worth living?” which he treated in a 
practical; business-like way that won for him 
at once the high esteem of the men who as- 
sembied to listen to him. The first day the 


congregation filled every part of the vast 
bulldt and overflowed into the chancel, 
the spectators being apparentiy well-to-do 
business-men.. That day Mr. Aitken spoke on 
„A Life That Is Not Worth Living.”” And so 
the services have kept up, the interest never 
flagging, and the attendance growing no 
less. The spectacle of that venerabie 
church, which looks down upon the street 
where men daily wrangie hke wild beasts in 
the great fight for lucre, filled every day with 
ad reverent congregation of hard-beaded and 
presumably materialistic business-men, is a 
striking proof that religion is a reality even in 
the avenues of trade. When thousands of busy 
men in this busy metropolis, in the busiest hours 
ef the day, thus filla great church to hear a 
sermon, the glib-tongued people who say that 
religion is dead may well keep silent; and 
those cynical prophets who predictea that bus- 
iness-men would not go to these noonday serv- 
ices unless a ticker was put lu each pen 
will never have a chance to revise their shat- 
tered prophecy. Today the Rev. Mr. Aitken 
preacbed on the subject of Nemesis.” Isub- 
join a very brief synopsis to illustrate the char- 
acter of his sermons, if they may be so called. 
to the bankers, brokers, and others who 
daily gather at Trinity. Nemesis he defined 
as the punishment growing out of an act or 
acts of wrong-doing. In bis judgment, the 
worst puoishment that is inflicted on the wor- 
shipers of Mammon is the state of mind into 
which they ultimately fall, which preciudes 
their thinking of anything but money-getting. 
There were worshipers, be said, of other gods 
One of these is Beel- 
of tries. The wor- 
shipers were the men 
who spent their lives reading sporting papers, 
talking of horses and horse races, playing bil- 
liards, etc. He thought that a horse was a 
very attractive animal, buta man who could 
talk of nothimg but borses baying become, so 
to speak, a centaur, half man, half horse, was 
simply disgusting. 

EXCITEMENT AMONG THE UPPER TEN. 

New York, Dec. 5.—[Boston Herald. New 
York is rather deepiy excited at the present 
time by a religious revival of proportions that 
have become extensive without attracting the 
attention of the papers or being vigorously 
pushed by the Ordinary advertising methods 
adopted in such cases. It was begun some 
months ago by the Episcopal churches. It is 
the very proper thing nowadays to get up 
eburch parties of an evening instead of going 
to the theatre, and any young lady who patron- 
izes the opera more than once a week is regard- 
ed as an extremely light and shocking person. 
It would naturally be supposed that such a 
condition of things would exercise a dampen- 
ing effect upon the ordinary amusements of a 
c.ty like New York, and the fact that the only 
institution it has yet struck at is the opera 
goes to show that a greatdealof the revival 
excitement is confined to upver-tendom. Col. 
Mapleson’s season in New York, as every one 
is aware, was abandoned because it proved a 
more disastrous failure than had ever been 
conceived of, and the German opera at the 
Metropolitan, where it is being magnificently 
done and is viewed by crowded houses, is not 
in reality «ne enormous financial success 
which external appearances indicate. One 
night only a short time ago receipts to the 
extent of $8,000 were claimed by the manage- 
ment, when in reality they did not reach two- 
thirds of that amount. This condition of 
things is claimed to be largely due to the relig- 
ious fever occupying the attention of the best 
uf the young people of social New York. 
The influence has not yet spread in any 
marked degree to the other theatres, which, 
however, are likely to feel it as the revival 
gets about among the general class of amuse- 
ment patrons. Still, the theatrical season 
in New York remains by all odds the best that 
has ever been seen, in spite of the revival, and 
tor the immediate future it is only the high- 
toned order of public entertainment that is 
likely to suffer.

THE PRESIDENTS VIEWS OF TH 
TARIFF. . 

In writing his message the President 
labored zealously to satisfy both the protec- 
tionists and the free-traders. But, like all 
other straddlers, it is pla in that he has not 
secured the approval of either class. The 
Bill Morrison and Sam Randall wings of the 
Democracy refuse to march abreast, and 
neither faction can as yet claim the President 
as a leader or a recruit. Those who applaud 
and those who condemn the President's ex- 
pressions on the tariff question are unable to 
agree as to what Mr. Cleveland means in 
advocating a reduction of tariff duties called 
indirect taxation, under imitations that make 
it impossible to effect any such reform. In 
fact the President has merely furnished the 
protectionists and the free-traders of his own 
party a jingle of words that mean everything 
in general and nothing in particular. 

The vague character of Mr. Cleveland's 
opinions appears even in the introductory 
whereas which he presents as the text of his 
discussion. He states that a reduction of the 
tariff is justified by the fact that our 
revenues are in excess of the actual needs of 
an économical administration of the Govern- 
ment,” although beth he and his Secretary of 
the Treasury report that receipts have de- 
creased over $24,000,000 and expenses in- 
creased $16,000,000 in the last year. If his 
Administration continues to show this in- 
crease of expenses and decrease of revenues 
some other reason than that assigned by the 
President must be found to justify a redue- 
tion of the tariff that reduces revenue there 
from. 

Continuing his discussion, the President 
says: 


with which we have te deal 
is the reduction of the revenue received by the 
Government and indirectly paid by the people 
from customs duties. 

The question of free trade is not involved, 
nor is there any occasion for the general die- 
cussion of the wisdom or expediency of a pre 
tective system. 


It is beyond comprehension how any 
changes can be made in the tariff without in- 
volving the question of free trade or protec- 
tion. A decrease even of 1 per cent on any 
article means just that much of an approach 
toward free trade, while a corresponding in- 
crease would be to that extent a step in the 
direction of subsidy protection. It is impos 
sible to add to or take from the tariff on a 
single article without going m one direction 
or the other on that article; and in all such 
changes the question of free trade or protec- 
tion is necessarily and inevitably involved. 
The tariff on goods ‘manufactured in this 
country is a subsidy levied on the consumers 
for the benefit of the manufacturers, tho 
one purpose of sueh impost is revenue. An 
increase in the subsidy means more protec- 
tion for the manufacturer, while a decrease 
gives cheaper goods for the benefit of the 
consumer. Mr. Cleveland proposes a mani- 
fest impossibility when he says that changes 
of the tariff up or down can be made without 
involving the question of free trade or pro- 
tection to the extent of such change. 

Mr. Cleveland says further: 

Justice and fairness dictate that in any modi- 
fication of our present laws relating to reve 
nee, the industries and interests which have 
been encouraged by such laws, and in which 
our citizens have large investments, should 
not be rutnlesly injured or destroyed. 

This declaration is admirable in spirit, but 
it certainly contradicts the President’s previ- 
ous assertion that tariff changes can be made 
without involving either free trade or protec- 
tion. He re*ognizes here that changes, if 
made ruthlesly (which means simply a 
large reduction), might injure and even 
destroy interests brought into existence and 
sustained by the subsidy system. Moderate 
reductions in the subsidy might not destroy 
but they would cripple all industries depend- 
ing on the protective system to the extent of 
the reduction. The question is simply one 
of degree. 

In concluding his discussion of the tariff 
question the President says: 

We sbould aiso deal with the subject in such 
manner as to protect the interests of American 
labor, which is the capital of our workingmen: 
its stability and proper remuneration turnish 
the most justifiable pretext for a protective 
policy. Within these limitations a certain re- 
duction should be made in our customs rev- 
enue. The amount of such reduction baving 
been determined, the inquiry followa, Where 
can it best be remitted end what articles can 
best be released from duty in the interest of 
our citizens? 

I think the reduction should be made in the 
revenue derived from a tax upon the imported 
necessaries of life. We thus directly lessen 
the cost of living in every family of the land, 
and release to the pubiic mn every humble home 
— 4 measure of the rewards of frugal in- 


Now, “the interests of American work- 
men” may be advanced by increasing their 
wages or decreasing the cost of the necessa- 
ries of life to them. Mr. Cleveland proposes 
the latter method; but he is manifestly in 
error in assuming that a reduced tariff tax

In 
writing the portion of his message devoted to 
this topic Mr. Cleveland has made an awk- 
ward attempt to imitate the glittering gen- 
eralities and intentional ambiguities and de- 
ceptions of the tariff plank put forth by the 
last Democratic National Convention. 


THE NEWBERRY LIBRARY. 

The sudden death of Mrs. Newberry, 
widow of the late Walter L. Newberry, re- 
ported by cable from Paris, willin time re- 
lease one-half of his large estate for the pur- 
poses of a public library in thiscity. The 
will left by Mr. Newberry provided, among 
other things, as follows: 

In case of the death of my wife, should my 
daughters leave no lawful issue, my trustees 
snali divide my estate into two equal portions, 
- « « @peof which sha l be distributed among 
the lawtul surviving descendanta of my own 
brothers and sisters. 

The other share of my estate shall be ap- 
plied . . . tothe founding of a free public 
library to be located in that portion of the city 
knowe asthe North Division. . to the 
erection of suitable buildmgs and furnishing 
the same, and the purchase and procurement 
of such books, mapa, charts, and all other arti- 
cles deemed necessary and appropriate for a 
library; and such other to constitute 
a permanent fund the income of which shall 
be applicable to the purpose of extending and 
increasing said library. 

The trustees have not yet decided whether 
they shall locate the library on the lot for- 
merly occupied by the homestead or not, 
but it is to be hoped that before very 
long Chieago may have one of the finest 


libraries west of New York. The entire 


amount ef the estate applicabie to this pur- 


pose is $2,500,000. The new library will not 
bea popular institution, like the Chicago 
Public Library, nor is it intended to load up 
its shelves with fiction or light literature, as 
is necessary in a publie resort of that kind, 
where all tastes must be consulted. It will 
be in one sense a private library, resembling 
the Astorin New York. The selections will 
be made with reference to the wants of 
students and connoisseurs in literature, his- 
tory, science, art, and the various profes- 
sions. Mr. Newberry's idea was to make ita 
magnificent reference library whieh would 
attract scholars and where writers would find 
a home, as it were. It will be, therefore, as 
we have said, in one sense a private library 
rather than a resort for the whole people, or 
a popular adjunct to the free-school system. 
It will supply higher needs, and thus fill a 
want which has long been felt in this city, 
where the demand for such an institution has 
been constantly increasing. With the Chica- 
go Public Library and the Newberry Library, 
this city will be as well provided in reading 
and reference as any in the country; and with 
proper management the latter will prove a 
creat blessing, particularly if its use is equally 
divided in all departments of labor and re- 
search. It will be an enduring monument to 
the memory of its generous founder; and it 
ought to be full of suggestion to other wealthy 
citizens, for whom Chicago has done so much, 
that they, too, should de semething for 
the city, not waiting to accomplish it by 
legacy, but erecting their monuments in their 
lifetime and witnessing the results of their 
munificence. 


AN OVERLOADED SUPREME COURT. 
The current number of Puck contains a 
cartoon which should command universal at- 
tention and especially commend itself to 
Congress, as it concerns a question which is 
of general interest. The cartoon represents 
the Supreme Judges of the United States in 
their court-room, with piles of cases before 
them. Their table is loaded down. Messen- 
gers from the lower courts are dumping loads 
of new ones upon the floor, and one Judge 
is kept busy storing away unadjudicated suits 
in compartments which are dated as far back 
as 1880. Each compartment down to the 
present year is crammed, and messengers in 
the distance are bringing more cases, which 
will not be reached for years to come. 
The pieture does not exaggerate the burden 
of hopeless work which is heaped upon the 
Supreme Court, and represents not alone in- 
justice to the Judges themselves, but injustice 
to the people also. Under the present lati- 
tude which is granted to litigation the court 
is crowded with cases which should never 
have gone there at all—cases which the low- 
er courts are competent to pass upon or which 
can be decided by juries. The duties of the 
court as laid down in the Constitution are 
sufficient to fully occupy its time. It has to 
pass upon the constitutionality of acts of 
Congress, of the laws of all the States and 
Territories whenever they come in conflict 
with the laws of the United States, on the 
validity and effect of treaties, upon cases af- 
fecting the representatives of the country in 
foreign courts, upon questions of admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction, on controversies be- 
tween States or between States and the United 
States, or States and foreign States, or be- 
tween citizens of different States on appeal. 
The cases coming up under this jurisdiction 
are of themselves sufficient to more than 
occupy the attention of the court. It should 
not be called upon to settle any cases except 
those which are of a National character or 
such as involve grave constitutional difficul- 
ties involving important interests. And yet, 
as Puck intimates, more than 50 per cent of 
the cases that are sent up have no business 
there at all. They are suits between indi- 
viduals or between individuals and corpora- 
tions which the lower courte are com- 
petent to settle and which are appealed 
merely to gain time. Judge David Davis 
once suggested that all this class of cases, 
which were never contemplated when the 
court was organized, sheuld be cut off and 
relegated to the courts where they be- 
long. Had his suggestion been followed the 
| court would not be thus overwhelmed as it 
4a with petty quarrels and contests. As it ts 
now, its doors are open te any case where the 
amount involved is over $5,000; and, as the 
business of the country increases, the num- 
ber of these little cases increases and dis- 
tracts the attention of the court, which should 
be concentrated upon the questions defined 
by the Constitution. To increase the nun- 
ber of Judges will be of no avail. What is 
wanted is the diminution of business which 
does not belong there and should be finally 
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from one court to another through the lower 
ranges, and when he finally gets a judgment 
there the corporation takes an appeal to the 
Supreme Court, knowing that the case will 
there be locked up for years, and by the time 
it is reached the original suitor may be 
dead and gone. Under our present 
system of litigation it is possible for 
a rich and powerful corporation to ex- 
haust a man’s lifetime before his 
case comes to a final settlement, or, if he lives 
to see the end of it, to make it so expensive 
for him that the final payment does not com- 
pensate him for the expense and time and 
trouble he has incurred in getting it. The 
Supreme Court should not be bothered with 
cases of this kind. Its Judges were not ap 
pointed for such business, They are arbiters 
for the Nation on National questions—not for 
individuals in suits affecting private property 
and not involving a constitutional question or 
@ question of any kind that the lower courts 
are not just as competent to settle as the 
Supreme Court itself. They should be re- 
lieved of such cases; and one of the first acts 
of Congress should be some adjustment of 
its business which will dump the petty suits 
of Smith vs. Brown and Jones vs. Thompson 
out of its doors. By adding one more Judge 
and cutting off these cases the court would 
be able to keep up with current business. 


WHEAT S10CKS AND PROSPECTS. 

The indications of the Chicago wheat mar- 
ket yesterday were that the Minneapolis mill- 
ers who have been operating here have closed 
out their deal. They sold a large quantity 
short about three weeks ago, covered it later 
at a handsome profit, and then sold short again 
to a smaller extent on the following upturn 
of prices. This wheat has now been bought 
in, and one of the gentlemen is credited with 
the statement that he does not intend to sell 
short any more, his reason being that not to 
exceed 25 per cent of the wheat raised in the 
Northwest remains in the hands of the farm- 
ers, and that but little more will move 
from that section before next spring. 
Other estimates are in circulation 
to the effect that about 30,000,000 
bushels of wheat are in store in country 
warehouses in the Northwest, nearly all of 
whieh is Intended to be held till the opening 
ot the season of lake navigation. Presuma- 
bly this estimate does not include that held 
at Minneapolis and Duluth. If so, the visible 
supply may be placed at about 85,000,000 
bushels all told, about two-thirds of which is 
taken account of in the official statements, 
while all of it is being carried by the aid of 
capital. This quantity js the maximum of 
the season, so far as can be inferred from a 


study of the situation, and it may be ex- 


pected to decrease from this up to the time 
of the next harvest. 

How rapidly, is a question that would re- 
ceive different answers, according as the 
respordent is inclined to the bull or the bear 
side of the market. But it is worth while to 
notice that the winter-wheat sections appear 
te have nearly sold their surplus, judging 
from the fact that considerable quantities of 
spring wheat are already moving to the mills 
there, and that inquiries are being made by 
millers at other points than those which have 
drawn supplies hitherto from the elevators. 
The quantity above noted is equal to about a 
three months’ consumption and export at the 
present rate, 0 that thé Whole of it would 
be practicaily exhausted at an early day in 
Mareh next if there were none in the 
hands of farmers available for use. Of 
course this is not a supposable case. The 
stecks in the hands of farmers and 
those in elevator could not be reduced 
to absolute zero unless fetched out by the 
prevalence of starvation prices, and perhaps 
not then. But it does look as if the trade is 
now in a position where it can approximately 
measure the magnitude of the load it will 
have to bear between this and next August 
and form an intelligent estimate in regard to 
the quantity that will de left over to compete 
with the newcrop, if any, The last-named 
quantity does net promise to be painfully 
large, whether or not any of it be wanted by 
European consumers; and it appears probable 
that those of the first holders who have not 
yet parted with their property will be able to 
realize better prices for it than any that have 
been yet paid since the harvest was gathered 
in. 


THE CRISIS IN ENGLISH POLITICS. 
Under the new Franchise and Redistribu- 
tion acts the present election has been held, 
and it may be called the first election in En- 
gland which has gone down to the roots of 
things. ‘The old forms, issues, and rallying 
cries were swept away. In their place there 
were new forms, new faces at the polls, the 
‘**million-footed mob” with the miullion- 
handed ballot, asking for pew and strange 
things. Still further reform in land matters, 
the right of Hodge to own land, the abolition 
of entail and primogeniture, the disestablish- 
ment of the church were among these new 
cries; and, more significant than all these, 
the new electors and many of the old came 
to the polls shaking their fists at the House 
of Lords, and Bishops, and landlords. It 
showed that the abolition of class rule is near 
at hand; that the day of privileged domina- 
tion is dbout ended, and that her Majesty, 
his Royal Highness, and my Lord are stand- 
ing upon a bank of sand from which they 
may be swept at any time by the popular tide. 
The returns from this election are now 
about complete. The Radicals, in round 
numbers, have elected about 200 members, 
the Whigs 135—total Liberals, 335; while 
the Parnell phalanx will number about 
$6 and the Tories 249. The entire Tory 
and Parnell vote, if united to keep the 
Tories in power, numbers but $35, or just 
half of the House of Commons. But the 
latest cablegrams state that the Tories will 
make no alliance with the Irish, altho they 
owe thirty seats to Irish votes in England anda 
Scotland. On the other hand, Parnell? says 
distinctly that he will not act with the Tories 


unless they grant his demands in behalf of 


Ireland. If the Marquis of Salisbury were 
to make the required concessions he would 
split his party down the middle. If he goes 
te Gladstone, any concession there will divide 
the party on the Whig and Radical lines. If 
the Tories are defeated on a vote of want of 
confidence the Queen must either dissolve 
Pafliament or send for Gladstone; but Par- 
nell can tip Gladstone over as well as Salis- 
bury, unless the Tories support him. 

It is reported that the Tortes are now 
busily engaged in trying to make a coalition 
Government with the Whig wing of the 
Liberals, who number about 135 seats all 
told. If 100 of these joined the 249 Tory 
members they would have a working ma- 
jority against the combined opposition of the 
200 Radicals, eighty-six Irish, and thirty-oad 
Liberal Whigs. Many shrewd English poli- 
ticlans think this is the shape things will 
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ber House and another! appeal to the c- 


stituencies. If the Government goes to the 
country again the next contest will be fought: 
out. on still more radical lines than the last, 
tor the Radicals, now that they have seen the 
bogies of reform, are not afraid of them. In 
this emergency it is altogether likely, as the 
London Times intimates, that there will be 4 
coalition Government of Whigs and Tories as 
against Radicals and Parnellites. These 
combinations indicate the immediate future 
of English politics. The struggle hereafter 
will be between the old ruling classes. (Whigs 
and Tories combined) and the untitled peo- 
ple—between privileged caste and republic- 
anism. In that struggle the sympathies of 
the European Powers will be with the for- 
mer; tor if republicanism gains control in 
Great Britain it will all over the 
Continent. The struggle, however, has got 
to come, and it is among the possibilities of 
the outcome that the present dynasty will 
have to go, that a republican form of gov- 
ernment will be set up, and that Hodge 
will get his three acres and a cow.

LINCULN ON PRAYER, 


HIS RESPONSE IN 1862 TO A DELEGATION OF 
LUTHERAN MINISTERS. 

New York Observer: Among the religious de- 
nominations of our land the first to take defi 
nit action with the view of strengthening the 
bands of the President by assuring him of the 
sptapathy and prayers of the church was the 
Lutheran. In the spr of 1862 a 
series of resolutions baving this object 
was adopted by the General Synod of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United 
States. I was appointed Chairman of the com- 
mittee to present them to the President. The 
other members of the committee were the Rev. 
Dr. Pohiman and the Hon, Mr. Van Dyke, both 
of Albany, the latter at that time Superintend- 
ent of Banking. When the committee calied at 
the State Department to arrange for an inter- 
view Mr. Seward asked me if I had a copy of 
the resolutions that we were about to present, 
asthe President would wish to know before- 
hand what he was to respond to. I banded 
him a Baltimore paper in which they bad been 
publisbed. That day al tte before noon we 
were introduced to the President be Mr. Sew- 
ard, In presenting the engrossed copy of the 
resolutions signed by the officers of the Gen- 
eral Synod I made a snort address, as did also 
Dr. Pohlmann. 

When the President eame to respond he said 
he would read what he had written, and did so, 
He then invited the committee to be seated, 
and freely entered inte conversation with them. 
Gen. Sprague, having just come from the front, 
was called in for a few moments to report. 
When be had rettired te President turned to 
us and said with no little animation: Weeball 
soon forecidse upon them unless they hit us a 
lick back again. I afterward frequently 
thought of mat peculiar expression when we 
got ao many iicks back. 

Il asked Mr. Seward for the manuscript con- 
taining Mr. Lincaln's response, which he gave 
me, after having it copied. It reads as foliows: 

“Gentlemen: I weicome bere the representa- 
tives of the Evangelical Lutherans of the 
United States. I accept with gratitude their 
assurances of the esmpathy and support oi the 


fellow-citizens in an important crisis, which in- 
volves, in my judgment, not ouly the civil and 
religious jiberties of our own dear lana, but in 
a large degree the civil and religious liberties 
of mankind in many countries and throughout 
many ages. You all know, gent emen, and the 
world knows, bow ‘reluctantiy I accepted this 
issue ot battle, iorced upon me on my advent 
to this piace by the internal enemies of our 
country. You all know, the world knows, the 
forces and the resources the public agents bave 
brought iato empleyment ty sustain 4 govern- 
ment against which there has been brought 
not one complaint of real injury com- 
muted against society at ome oF 
abroad. You all may recollect that, in tak- 
ing up the sword thus forced into our bands, 
this Government appealed to the prayers of 
the pious and the good, aud declared that it 
placed its who.e dependence upon the favor of 
God. I now, humbly and reverentiy, in your 
presence, reiterate the acknowledgment of that 
dependence, not doubting that if it shall please 
the Divine Being who determines the destinies 
of nations that this sball remain a united peo- 
ple, they will, humbly seeking the Divine guid- 
ance, make their prolonged National existence 
a source of new benefits to themselves and 
their successors, and to all classes and condi- 
tions of mankind,"

whom the address was made. Of those ciergy- 
meu that accompanied the committee there is 
but one alive, Though the interview above de 
se: ibed bas been recorded in the bistorical an- 
nals of those stirring times, yet 1 do not know 
that the response o! the President has bitherto 
been publisbed in full.

STILL DARE. 
THE THREATENING ASPECT OF AFFAIRS IN 
THE BALKAN STATES NOT IMPROVED. 

Lonpor, Deo. 10,--| Vie Mackar-Bennets Ca- 

ble to The Tribune. I— The threatening aspect 
of affairs io the Balkan States bas not been 
improved, notwitostanding the pacific tone of 
the inspired dispatches from Austrian and 
Russian sources. 
_ The Powers bave, in a sense, taken charge of 
the peace negotiations, but preparations for 
resuming bostilities at the frout show no signs 
of sbdiement, 

Austria, Russia, and Turkey are, to all in- 
tents and purposes, figuring as the principals 
in the negotiations toda. Servia assents to 
the control of the negot jauous passing into the 
hande of the three Powers. , 

Prince Alexander declines to be committed 
by ether Power and calls on Servia to accept 
his proposals or submit to a rupture of the 
truce. 

The Ambassadors of the Powers are today 
discussing the scheme for the new o:ganic law 
unifying Bulgaria and Ea! tern Roumeliia. 

A COMBINATION FORMED. 

Another large body of Mahomedans joined 
the Bulgarian flag today. At Sophia and 
Philippopolis the importation of this element 
into the campaign is regarded as conclusive 
proof that a friendly understanding has been 
effected between the Sultan and Prince Alex- 
ander against Russia and Servia. ä 

Neither the Bulgarians nor the Servians 
beve faithfully the terms of tneir 
short truce, It was known some dave ago that 
the Bulgarians were strrogthening the W Idin 
garrison, and now it is ascertained that re- 
enforocements have been steadily but secretly 
sent to King Milan's army. The King hopes 
for a rapid and decisive success in the field, 
but be makes the mistake of supposing the 
Bulgarians baye been seriously weakened by 
their earlier losses. On the contrary, they 
have had ample time to recuperate. and are 
today stronger, more upited, and more confi- 
dent than ever. 


STILL GETTING WHIPPED. 

Up to this afternoon the Powers expressed 
unshaken belief in their ability to prevent a 
renewal of hostilities. Tonight comes the news 
that the Servians bave resumed the offensive 
and bave been defeated in three attacks upon 
Bulgarian outposts. The most serious question 
now is whether the war can be localized. 

The latest Russian story to the detriment of 
Engand is that Lord Salisbury has secretly 
secured the cession to Great Britain of 
Burghas, the most important seaport in East- 
ern Roumelia. The story, as told ju the Rus- 
sian papers, it that the city and its fine bay 
have been given by Bulgaria, with tne consent 
of Turkey, as a reward in advance for the con- 
tinued support of Bulgaria in view of certain 
contingencies which are likely to arise. It is 
needless to say that the story is untrue. The 
object of its publication was to stimulate the 
animosity of the Russians against both En- 
gland and Turkey. 


LOOKING FOR A BIG BATTLE. 

BELGRADE, Deo, 10.—It is not believed here 
that the Powers will be able to prevent a de- 
eisive battle being fougtit between the Bulga- 
rians and Servians. The Serviens will not ad- 
mit that they bave been conquered. They 
now beve a large army, composed of the flower 
of the pation, concentrated here and are burn- 
ing to retrieve their military honor, 

Servia bag sent a circular to the foreign Min- 
isters bere stating that she cannot accept the 
Bulgarian conditions as the price of peace, be- 
cause they are d.shonorable. Hostilities will 
therefore be resumed this evening. 

Nissa, Dec. 10.—Forty Servians have been 
shot for mutilating themselves by blowing 
their trigger-fogers off and otherwise injuring 
themselves to escape military service. King 
Milan ordered the execution.

DuBLIn, Dec. 10.—The aggressive section of 
the Fenian Brotherhood was somewhat startled 
today by the announcement that the man who 
recently surrendered to the police for protec- ‘ 
tion, and gave his name as John Kelly, and his 
occupation as a laborer, is really Joseph Smith, 
the Invincible, who turned informer and 
testified against the men banged for the as- 
susination of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Under-Secretary Burke in Pocenix Park. 

Keliy, when he surrendered himself, stated 
that be was a member of a secret organization, 
and bad been notified under pain of death to 
sboot Mr. Curran, County Court Judge, who 
examined the Iuvineibles under the Crimes 
act; Mr, Bo.ton, Crown Solicitor, and others, 
He aiso said he was cuncerned in the malicious 
burning of grain belonging to the Artane In- 
dustrial School, and be mentioned the names 
of others whose hay and corn were also to be 
burned.

KROM, ETC. 


THE SECOND KING OF SIAM. 
New York Tribune: Intelligence hea been re- 
ceived at Washington by the Department of 
Stace through the United States representative 
at Bangkok of the death of bis Majesty Krom 
Phra Rajowang Bobora Stham Mongol, the 
Second King of Siam. This eminent sovereign, 
when be was a Prince, conceived a singular 
fondness for this country and ite ost- 
tutions, and affixed to bis lengthy title that 
of “George Washington,” by which name he 
preferred to be addressed by foreigners, and 
especialiy by Americans. Before be was ele- 
vated to the somewhat anomalous posivon of 
lecond King he became a profound and indus- 
trious student, and under the tuition of the 
American missionaries be acquired a consid- 
erabie knowledge of the sciences and general 
literature, upon whieh subjects he was 
very fond of converemg with al those 
who visited him at his palace. He 
also possessed considerable knowledge of 
Engiish jurisprudence, and was a practical 
chemist and mathematician. He bad à val- 
uabie library in which could be found nearly 
all the standard works on astronomy and 
chemistry, and added to his library was an ex- 
tensive laboratory containing mechanical and 
scientific instruments. It is said that he cal 
culated eclipses with remarkable accuracy and 
made other computations in astronomy which 
attracted the attention of eminent astrono- 


mers. 

Although he enjoyed the title of a King, he 
possessed no royal prerogatives and never a 
ticipated in the government of the realm, 
peculiarities of Siamese royalty are imperfect- 
ly understood by foicign nations, and it is 
difficult to comprehend how two Kings can 
exist in the same country at the same period. 
It is explained iu this way: In iormer times, 
when Siam was subjected to internal dis- 
sensions or invasions by fore foes which 
overthrew existe aynasties, the Generals 
who led the armies of the nation and repelied 
the in vas. ons, or brougbt peace to the country 
by the art of diplomacy, were. according to the 
custom of the cvuntry, considered to be en- 
tiled to the bignest honors which the nation 
evuld confer upon them, and instead of cla.m- 
ing for themselves the exclusive right to reign 
and enjoy all the honors and emoluments of 
the kinguom, a co.np omise was agreed upon 
between them, by which one of their number 
was elevated to the throne and the others 
accepted ranks of an inier.or grade. In some 
instances the posts of honor taus apportioned 
were accepted under solemu p.edges-that each 
would stake bis bonor, talents, ‘ortune, and 
even hig life in sustain. ng we righis and post- 
tion of the other, By this system, which 
eventually became an established custom of 
the cuuntry, Siam possessed at one time three 
Kings, and the government of the country was 
entirely in their bands. Under the present 
system, m has been biessed with 
only two monarohs, and snes the en- 
thronement of the present monarch, 
Chulalongkorn the First, who is now the 
Supreme King, the royal privileges of the late 
Second King were measurably curtailed by the

The resolution asking that 
all revenues from liquor traffic be paid into the 
county treasuries instead of into village and city 
treasuries was unanimously adopted. It was 
argued that the farmer is taxed to liquidate the 
expenses of the traffic, as in the cost of crimes, 
but that the revenue from the busines: itself 
in this State goes into village and city treas- 
uries and is used only for iocai improvements, 
thus lessening the taxation of residents within 
such municipalities at the expense of the farm- 
er. An amendment to the constitution of the 
National Grange was adopted making the meet- 
ings of that body biennial instead of annual. A 
committee waited upon Gov. Rusk in the after- 
noon and asked him to address the members. 
The Governor complied in a very brief ad- 
dress. The evening session was spent in illus- 
trating the secret work of the order.

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Commissioner Lynn Declares Himself 
on the Subjects of Politics and 
Business. 


The County Board Committee Pays a Visit 
to the Feehanville Training 
School. 


Commissioner Wren said yesterday, in refer- 
ence to his duties as Chairman of the Commit- 
tee ou Public Charities, that he had not yet 
made up bis mind as to any definit course to 
be pursued. He had not looked the ground 
over. As a general thing, however, he would 
favor economy in the purchase of supplies, 
and competition among the dealers of the city 
for furnishing them. As far as he has been 
able to ascertain so far, there would be hardly 
any occasion to purchase for two months to 
come. The old committee had purchased two 
months abead. The Wardens say the supplies 
will be exhausted in six weeks. Some changes of 
radical character are needed at the Jefferson 
institutions. There are a number of boys 
there now who ought to be at Feehanville or 
some similar institution. Their present sur- 
roundings are to the last degree demoralizing 
to them and others. It is cheaper to send 
them to Feehanville. The charge there is out 
$10 per month, and the inmates soon learn to 
be self-supporting. Another class of boys 
—those who are idiotic or witless— Mr. Wren 
thinks, bave no business at the Insane Asylum; 
they should be sent to the State Asylum for 
the Feeble-Minded. Many of them do not be- 
long to Chicago, and itis not known where 
they camefrom. They cannot tell themselves. 
Their parents or guardians seem to have put 
them on a train for Chicago, feeling that they 
would be cared tor here. Another probiem which 
confronted the Commissioner was what to do 
with a jarge class of women who become motb- 
ers without being wives and who make perivd- 
ical visits to the Poor-House. The number of 
these wards of the county is constantly in- 
creasing. It is impossible to ascertain who the 
fathers of the children are, and the condition 
of the wOmen so appeals to the charity of the 
county officers that they must be taken care of 
at the public expense. As to changes in the 
personnel of the county officers Mr. Wren till 
adheres to the belief that, as the Republicans 
are to be held responsibie for the conduct of 
the affairs of the county, the Republican ma- 
jority in the board should have officers of their 
own choosing. He is decidedly in favor ofa 
new deal, and he does not see any reason why 
the other Commissioners should not be simi- 
larly minded. 

Commissioner MacDonald says most empbat- 
ically that he never promised to support Lynn 
for Chairman, that he never intended to do 80, 
and gave Buck McCarth; no reason to be- 


*lieve that he would do so. He thinks that Mo- 


Carthy assumes too much when be says that be 
(McCarthy) knocked him (MacDonald) out in 
the committees. MacDonald is satisfied where 
he is. He will have pleuty to do there. He 
does not care about so-called fat committees. 
His ambition is to do his duty to his constitu- 
ents. The changes inthe Republican caucus 
committees were made at the instance of more 
influential men than McCarthy. 

Commissioner Geils is now kicking himself, 
80 to say, at what he acknowledges his stupid- 
ity in voting for the various changes. He 
himself was shifted from the Committee on 
Charitics to make way for Leyden.

Lynn and McCarthy pulled the wool over bis 
eyes in beautiful style, and Dan Wren was 80 
lost in admiration of their bold tactics that he 
did not recall himself in ume to prevent Geils’ 
slaughter. Geils is now in favor of a change 
of the committees. 


COMMISSIONER LYNN.

TRAINING SCHOOL AT FEEHANVILLE. 

Considermg the means at their disposal, the 
managers of St. Mary's Training School for 

Boys at Feehanviile were found yesterday to be 

doing a remarkable work in eicuating the poor 
boys found homeless and without proper care 
on the streets of Chicago. Of the County 
Board there were Commissioners Klehm, Geils, 
Niesen. Casselman, Leyden, Hemmelgarn, and 
Fortune, and outside of these, County Clerk 
Ryan, Coroner Hertz, Warden Frey, and Warden 
Varhell constituted the visiting commission 
that made a thorough examination of the insti- 
tution yesterday. 

There are at present 230 inmates at the in- 
stitution, ranging in age between 5 and 16 
years, of whom Cook County courts have sent 
110, and the county pays $10 a month for each 
of them. Archbishop Feehan founded the 
school in 1882, and out of his private means he 
bad paid up to the close of the last scholastic 
year the munificent sum of $70,000. The 
prime object of the institution is to give male 
waifs from the streets of Chicago, irrespective 
of creed, race, and previous condition, a good, 
practical business education, and to fit them 
for some trade by which they can maintain 
themselves later and become useful members 
of society. The thirty-six Indian boys remain- 
ing last May have been sent to Bishop Ireland's 
school in Swift County, Minnesota, because of 
the crowded condition of the institution. There 
are quite a number of Protestant chiidren, no 
restraint being placed upon the exercise of 
their religion.

WHISKY SALES. 
| 
THE RETAIL DRUGGISTS WANT THEIR 

TRADE RESTRICTED TO MEDICINAL PUR- 

POSES. 

Tue violations of the law by retail druggists 
in the sale of liquor was discussed by the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Chicago Retail Drag- 
gists’ Association at the Sherman 
House. The cause of the sudden activity of 
the druggists in this direction is due to the ad- 
vertisements of a malt-whisky firm, in which 
a large number of them are given as its agents, 
and also to the fact that a much heavier license 
is feared from the Common Council next spring 
unless something is done to stop the competi- 
tion with the saloons by a number of drug- 
stores. 

Covering the first point a series of resolu- 
tions was adoptea —— in which it was 
statea that the published lists of druggists sell- 
ing the brand of whisky advertised were in- 
serted without their “ authority, consent, or 
knowledge.“ After condemnmg and entering 
a protest against this manner of interentially 
reflecting upon the character of retail drug- 
gists,”” the resolunons read: We further pro- 
test against the intimanon that we are desirous 
of selling any liquor whatsoever except tor 
stfictly legitimate purposes, and then not to be 
drank upon the premises. 

We hereby record our readiness to codper- 
ate in the vigorous prosecution of any and all 


druggists who shall sell any intoxicating liquor 


in violation of law.“ 

In an extended discussion following in which 
T. H. Patterson, A. Ebert, L. Schreiber, J. F. 
Brabrook, and J. H. Hubushak took part, it 
uppeared that a number of drug«ists were 
thus selling liquor in violation of the law, and, 
accordingly, a resolution was adopted unani- 
mously requesting druggists and the public 
generally to report all such vioiations, prop- 
erly authenticated, to the Secretary, G. P.

THE LIQUOR-DEALERS AND SUNDAY-SELL- 

ING. 

The District Committee of the State Liquor- 
Dealers’ Protective Association held its month- 
ly meeting yesterday at the corner of La Salle 
and Randolph streets. John S. Cook presided, 
and there were present John Feldkamp, John 
Lunker, August Mette, P. F. Maloney, Charles 
Berger, Louis Schwuchow, and Charles King, 
representing every Saloonkeepers’ Association 
in the county except the West Side German 
society. The meeting was held with closed 
doors, and the Sunday-closing movement was 
the only topic of interest discussed. No def- 
init action was taken on this. It was the unan- 
imous opinion of the meeting, however, that 
all the saloonkeepers of the city should 
unite and make a firm stand against the Re- 
form Alliance or any other organization which 
attempted to compel them to close up.

SARDOU’'S NEW COMEDY, “GEORGETTE.”’ 

Paris, Dec. 10.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.|—M. Sardou's new comedy, 
Georgette, about which all Paris has been 
talking ior a fortnight past, was produced at 
the Vaudeville last night. Needless to say, 
the house was crowded with clever men and 
fair women. Scattered about in balcony and 
boxes sat Mme. Adam, the Princess Mathilde, 
MM. Rochefort, Dumas, Halévy, Vita, Sarcey, and 
a hundred other inveterate playgoers, while, 
during the entr’ucte, I noticed Mr. Bancroft in 
the foyer. M. Sardou had originally meant to 
use the subject ot Georgette as a fare, but 
the late manager, M. Motigny, to whom he ten 
or fifteen years ago communicated the 
idea, was scandalized and disuaded him. 
In Georgette the author ot Théodora”’ 
has attempted—not very successfully—to 
„point a moral,“ but has been bappier in his 
effort to “‘adorn a tale. The general opinion 
last night was that the choice of his subject 
was unwise, and this opinion will doubtiess be 
shared by the English-speaking public. Mr. 
Sardou himselt, indeed, makes one of his 
ch ers declare that there is no 
solution to the problem he puts before his au- 
dience. He assuredly offers none in the de- 
nouement. The plot, in fact, is not wound up, 
and this is the fatal defect of Georgette.“ 
M. Sardou would possibly contend that in real 
life every family story does not come to 


a distinct conclusion. The question 
raised by the dramatist, Is an 
honest man justified in marrymg the 


daughter of a woman of shady morals? is not 
one that is likely to have a very practical in- 
terest to the general theatrical public, even 
though it is complicated by the additional prob- 
lem as to whether, having married her, he 
ought to bring his mother-in-law home to asso- 
ciate with his own presumably immaculate 
family. At least, baving raised the question, 
M. Sardou might have answered it. 

The conclusion on which the curtain fell 
was both a surprise and disappointment, 
Flashes of wit, which relieve the more inteuse 
parts of the play, did much to save it from ab-

A Mob of Strikers Assault Non- 
Union Men at Pine 

Run, Pa. 


A Battie of Sticks and Stones Ensued 
and Many Were Seriously 
4 Injured. 


A Warlike Aspect at the Bevier (Mo“) 
MinesGeneral Trade and Labor 
Notes. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 10.—Pive Run, about 
one mile below Blizabeth, Pa., was the scene of 
another riot today between the striking coal- 
miners and the men who have been working 
for the last two weeks at the reduction. 

At about 3:30 this morning, when twenty-five 
miners were on their way to work in Lynn’s 
mines, a squad of 200 masked men met them 
and demanded that they return to their homes. 
This they refused to da, and the mob then 


stones. The riot lasted two hours, and about 
ten men were injured. 

One of them, Newton Campbell, was set upon 
by six strikers and beaten to insensibility. 
His injuries are believed to de fatal. Richard 
Hall and Samuel Myford were also seriousiy 
injured. 

The others got away with slight cuts and 
bruises. After standing their ground for 
nearly two hours the non-unionists were 
driven off and fled to places of safety. 

The strikere then stayed in the vicinity of the 
mines until after daybreak, waiting for more 
miners to come to work, but none made their 
appearance. The mobthen wedged the switch 
of the private coal rohd running to the mine 
and disappeared over the hills. A train com- 
ing along a short time later was thrown from 
the track and the engine upturned, but no one 
was burt. | 

Word was immediately’ telegraphed to this 
city for assistance, and at 11 o'clock Sheriff 
Gray with a posse left for the scene. The mob 
is believed to be one organized to visi: all the 
mines today where the men are working at 
the reduction, and more trouble is anticipated. 

A committee from the miners bad been 
working along the river for several days past 
gathering up volunteers to visit the mines 
working at the reduction. The men have been 
working for about two weeks at 2% cents. 
They have been asked to rejoin the strikers, 
but refused, and now it is the purpose of the 
committee to compel them to quit work. Men 
from Elizabeth, McKeesport, Coal Centre, and 
other points along the river were secured to 
march to the mines and request the men to 
come out. A strict order was issued that no 
one should be molested or harmed in any way 
unless resistance was offered.

STRIKING MINERS AT BEVIER, MO., PREPARE 
FOR WAR.

THE FEDERATION OF LABOR UNIONS. 

WasuinaTon, D. C., Dec. 10.—The Federa- 
tion of Labor Unions of the United States and 
Canada resumed its sessioa today and took up 
for consideration the resolution providing that 
the eight-hour rule shall take effect from May 
l next. The question caused a general debate 
and developed a diversity of opinions as to the 
best method of accomplishmg the desired re- 
sult. Some of the delegates favored a gradual 
change. Some proposed a fine for workmg 
over-hours; others favored reducing the wages 
with the bours; others urged that double pay 
be exacted for extra work; and still others 
advocated a general consultation with employ- 
ers in order to secure united action. An 
amendment which provides that a thorough 
canvass should be made in the respective 
trades for the purpose of securing the co- 
operauon of as many as possible in carrying 
out the resolution was adopted. Before a final 
vote was taken upon the resolution it was ex- 
plained that its adoption did not compel any 
organization which did not feel strong enough 
to carry into operation the eight-hour law. 
The intenton was not to force a strike, or to 
compel organizations to do what they did not 
feel able to do. With. this understanding it 
was said that all the delegates were in favor of 
the resolution. it was thought that the reso- 
lution in the present form did not convey this 
intention as clearly as it should, and it was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Resolutions for 
revision.

A SAWMILL COMPLETELY DESTROYED— 
MINNEAPOLIS BUSINESS BLOCKS DAM- 
AGED—OTHER BLAZES.

A FINE RESIDENCE SCORCHED. 

About balf-past 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon a fire broke out in the most aristocratic 
portion of Dearborn avenue that for a time 
seemed to threaten the magnificent residences 
for at least one block. The fire started in the 
unfluisbed sandstone-front double residence of 
James W. Odell at Nos. 560 and 562 Dearborn 
avenue. The work of flooring and wai 
the new building had beep nearly fens > 9 
and some plumbers and painters were starting 
to work on the lower floors. The fire origi- 
nated in the northeast, corner of the base 
ment and spread as if by magic to 
all parts ot the building. Before the 
engines had responded to the firat alarm 
an expiosion was heard, and suddenly a dense 
volume of smoke and flame seemed to rush 
from every front window on the different 
floors at once. In afew more minutes flames 
shot up through the roof, and, in order to pro- 
tect tne residences on either side of the burn- 
ing builaing, a second alarm was turned in and 
promptly responded to. The flames spread rap- 
idly, but owing to the excellent munagement of 
the FireDepartment were confined to the burn- 
ing building, and in less than an bour it had 
been completely gutted, although the walis are 
left in almost perfect condition. The plumbers 
at work in the building attribute the origin of 
the fire to the careless handling of two galions 
of benzine by the painters, while the latter at- 
tribute it to the explosion of a four-galion can 
gasoline through the careleeness of the 
plumbers. ‘ 

The building, valved at $35,000, was still in 
the hands of the architects, Treat & Folz of No. 
80 Dearborn street. The loss, which will not 
run much over $5,000, is covered by builders’ 
insurance, held in the Hartford, North British 
& Mercantile, German-American, and Na- 
tional Companies for $5,000 each. 

In burrying to the fire Capt. Walters of En- 
gine Company No. 33 was buried from thé ap- 
paratus in turning the corner of North and 
Dearborn avenues, and was picked up uncon- 
scious. He sustained two ugly cuts over the 
right eye, and was considerably bruised about 
the sides and hips. He was removed to his 
home much against bis will, as he insisted 
upon being taken to command his company. 
His, wounds are not dangerous, however.

The fixed charges for the half-year amount-

307. This, however, may be ultimately off-

Ot course there wes noth- 
ing left for either the guaranteed or the frst- 
preferred stock. The joss in gross earnings 
was divided about equally between the passen- 
ger and freight departments, and amounted to 
11.69 per cent compared with 1884 and 22.37 per 
cent compared with 1883.

A general reduction of salaries and wages 
took effect during the half year, and supplies 
were also bought mort economically than in 
1884. Three-quarters of the saving in expenses 
come from other items than the maintenance 
of way and equipment. The — 4 plant 
ia in better condition than ever before, not- 
withstanding the economiazing of the last wwe 
years. It does not appear that the competition 
begun by the Canadian Pacific Road, or the 
duliness of general trade, affected earnings 
materially. The faliing off both in the number 
of passengers carried and the amount of 
freight was insigaificant, although no state- 
ment is made with reference to the total pas- 
senger ana freight mileage. The unfortunate 
results of the K months are almost wholly 
due to such exceptional cireumsetances as un- 
versa! low prices for gram and other products, 
and the excessive onmpetivon invo ved in the 
trunk-lide war. The nearest immediate Amer- 
ican competitors of the Grand Trunk Road, 
the Michigan Ceatral, Lake Snore, and New 
York Central, made a much less favorable 
showing during the safme period than the Grand 
Trunk.—£xz.

Our works are open to striking naiiers, 
union or non-union, who wish to commence 
work at our prices, and I think every naliery 
in the West will say the same thine.” 

“How many machines is the Calumet Com- 
pany running now?” 

“Weat present have eighteen of our 134 
machines in operation. This is as many as 
we can work with the help we can command. 
We are breaking our feeders in as nailers. and 
this, of course, takes time. So soon as a feeder 
has learned the trick of keeping the knives in 
order we place him in charge of asetof ma- 
chines and hire new feeders. There are any 
number of old hand-feeders waiting for jobs, 
but we cannot employ them, as we bave not 
nailers enougb to keep them busy. Eventually 
we shall have broken in enough feeders as 
nallers to enable us to run at full capacity, as 
I tnink we shall be doing by spring.”

BACK, BUT TURNS UP HERE AGAIN—A 

QUEER CASE. 

Joseph Klenar, alias Sklanar, an insane man 
26 years old, who escaped from the lunatic 
asylumin Hartbure, Streyermark, Austria, 
was picked up by the Chicago police while 
wandering on the streets about two weeks ago. 
Judge Prendergast asked Consul Clausenius 
what he could do with the man, arguing that he 
was a pauper, and therefore, according to the 
laws, he bad no right to stay here. Clausenius 
said he had no power in the matter, but he 
would consult with the Legation at Washing- 
ton.

THE REV. A. D. MAYO 
ENTERTAINED BY THE CHANNING CLUB—A 
LETTER FROM GEORGE W. CABLE. 

The Rey. Dr. A. D. Maro of Boston was en- 
tertained by the Channing Club at the Leland 
last evening. Joseph Shippen presided, and 
about sixty members of the club were present. 
After the clearing of the tables Dr. Mayo spoke 
of the results of his experience during 
the last five years in the ‘“ Educa- 
tional Work in the South.” the topic 
for the evening. Remarks were also made by 
Mr. E.C. Lane, the Rev. W.C. Gaunut, the 
Rev. Mr. Milsted, and the Rev. George E. Gor- 
don. 

In reply to an invitation extended Mr. George 
W. Cable, the novelist, to be present and par- 
ticipate in the meeting the President read 
a letter from Mr. Cable in which he said: 
Dr. Mayo represents a work that, oven in its 
National character, its relation to our Nation- 
al economy, I think it is almost impossible to 
overestimate. His educational mission work 
in the Southern States bas lately become the 
object of my study, and from the knowledge 
of what some diligent inquiry in vari- 
ous directions has given me I have 
no besitation in saying that it bas a leading 
dlaim upon the sympathy and aid of every 
true American patriotic citizen.”

Den. Grant, in a conversation with the writer 
ot this article, about two years ago, said: “I 
have never made an appointment of which I 
feel so proud as that of Minister Bingham to 
Japan.” I asked him why. He replied: “He 
has taucht the people of Japan that they are & 
pation, and has taught the nations of the earth 
to respect them as such.“ 

Mr. Bingham’s services were retained by 
Presidents Hayes, Garfield, and Arthur. Much 
of the development of Japan bas therefore 
occurred during his sojourn near the court of 
the Mikado. He arrived in Japan in 1873. He 
at once inaugurated that policy towards tne 
Japanese Government that has won for him 
and for our Nation the respect and praise of 
the civilized world. 

It will be necessary to look at the existing 
state of affairs at the time of his arrival. In 
1865 the flect of Great Britain was in strength 
in Japaneso waters, and a demand was made 
under this pressure by Great Britain for the 
formation of a treaty that took from Japan 
ber inberent and rightful authority over ber 
foreign commerce. France, the Netherlands. 
and the United States codperated with her in 
the formation of atreaty in which it was agreed 
that the tariff duties on all foreign imports to 
that country should not exceed 5 per cent ad 
valorem. It also included a large free-list sub- 
ject to no duty, and excluded no article of im- 
port save opium. The rank injustice of this 
wili appear when we remember that both Great 
Britain and the United States bave a revenue 
from duties, the former of $125,000,000 and the 
latter of 9160. 000, 000, while Japan, with an im- 
portation of foreign goods amounting to $36,- 
000,000 annually, receives only a revenue of 
$1,500,000. Thus she bas lost annually not less 
than $5,000,000. 

In addition to this she was also deprived of 
her rightful control over the subjects and citi- 
gens of these Governments resident in Japan. 
This outrage will appear more fully when we 
remember that by the false construction of 
former treaties Japan was denied the right to 
impose the obligations of law on European 
subjects resident in the Empire, and could not 
therefore collect taxes on their lands and 
goods. Against such wrongs as these Mr. 
Bingham determinedly set bis face and exerted 
to the full nis powers of diplomacy. But if 
Americans are filled with indignation at the 

already drawn of the state of affairsin 
Japan, they will find that their sense of justice 
is still more outraged by the conduct of 
the Western Powers. 

A MAN OF COURAGE. 

The treaty that had thus been made with 
Japan provided that either party to it might, 
at the end of six years (1872), demand a review 
theréof on notice. In 1872 Japan made that 
demand, but all foreign Powers refused save 
the United States. Such a wrong has seldom 
been allowed to pass unnoticed.

(2) Capital is the result of labor, and no 
amount of reasonimg from the middle 
of things can alter this basic truth. 
Natural resources are not capital. -Men may 
assume for the sake ot argument that they 
are; but no economist of the present day rea- 
sons from that basis. Right here is where the 
Communist makes his mistake in assuming 
that what man saves above the cost of exist- 
ence is the same as naturai resources. THE 
TRIBUNE knows that less liquor was drank last 
year per capita than the year before. Surely 
it was a curious argument for a journal to use 
that knows the folly of Lycurgus’ experiment. 

(8) If liquor is the main cause of pdverty 
then the Prohbibitionist is well armed. For 
under it the poor have to go without very 
much rum. The Dartmouth decision is no 
longer beld to be a law of the Medes and Per- 
sians. 

(4) A contract is vitiated by fraud. This is 
a free country, but not a fraudulent one. It 
is too free and enlightened to put a contract 
above an inalienabie right or duty. The igno- 
rance of these questions is not all on one side, 
and the true method of finding a better way is 
in a thorough investigation of these questions.

OBSERVATIONS. 

(1) Walker did not pretend to state how 
much the other expenses were that bad to 
come out of capital's share. He merely esti- 
mated the vost of the raw materials and of the 
mechanical labor, but omitted every other ex- 
pense to capital. 

(2) Labor is the result of food; without food 
a man cannot work. Capital supplies the food 
to the laborer in order to enable him to work. 
A man must have his breakfast before going to 
work in the morning, and bis dinner before re- 
suming his labor after midday. Capital then 
comes first. City laborers don’t raise their own 
food; it has to be furnished to them by cap- 
ital. It is high time for labor agitators to 
cease preaching the nonsense that labor comes 
before capital in the cities and towns, for 
every one sees that it doesn’t. The most that 
cun be claimed for it is that labor and capital 
are cojperators—each necessary to the profit 
and success of the other. In the country the 
laborer and capitalist are combined in the same 
person, calied a farmer, and there is no strike, 
lockout, dispute, or quarrel between them 
about wages or division of profits. 

(83) Liquor unquestionably is the main cause 
of the poverty, family troubles, and personal 
wretchedness of the wage classes of cities 
towns; but the drawback to prohibition is 
it doesn’t prohibit. It meddles and muddles, but 
fails to stop drinking or drunkenness or cure 
the appetite for intoxicants. As a temperance 
agency it is a failure and a foolishness, and di- 
verts public attention and effort from moral 
suasion that would be infinitly more efficacious. 

(4) No worker has an inalienable right, after 
receiving his contract wages, to demand cap- 
itai’s share of the product. To attempt such a 
grab must defeat itself, because no man would 
employ such dishonest laborers, and workers 
can’t compel men to employ them, or to pay 
them more than was agreed in the bargain. 
Ignorance of these simple traths constitutes 
the platform of the Communists, Socialists, 
Anarchists, Nihilists, and all that sort of dis- 
satisfied and intemperate people. 


THAT BEEF CON PRACT, 


WHAT THE FAIRBANK CANNING COMPANY 
HAS ACCOMPLISHED TOWARD INTRODU- 
CING AMERICAN BEEF ON THE CONTI- 
NENT. 

Yesterday’s Trisunge contained the brief 
announcement of the fact that the French 
Government bad centracted with the Fairbank 
Cannmg Company of this city for 2,200,000 
pounds of canned beef for the French army. 
The matter is really worth a more extended 
notice for the reason that it is not merely a 
large contract, but because it was gained by 
a Chicago firm against powerful competition at 
home and abroad—especially from South 
American packers who had furnished a great 
deal of meat to France—and in the face of the 
prejudice which existed so strongly on the Con- 
tinent against American beef. The credit. of 
obtaining the contract isdue almost entirely 
to Mr. Nelson Morris, who spent several 
months in France in the interest of the firm of 
which he is President.

OFFICIAL CROP REPORTS. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE GIVES 
COMPAKATIVE PRICES FOR THE MONTH 
OF DECEMBER. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—The crop reports 
of the Department of Agriculture for December 
give the farm prices of the principal crops. 
The dncrease in the product of corn has re- 
duced the average value of the crop to 33 cents 
per bushel. The average value of the previous 
crop in December was 36 cents. The reduction 
is largest in the Ohio Valley and in the South- 
ern States west of the Mississippi. The in- 
crease of stock feeding has checked the ten- 
dency to extremely low prices. Compared with 
former prices, corn values are very low. For 
the preceding five years, nearly all under the 
average in production, the average farm value 
was 44.7 cents per bushel, and for the preced- 
ing ten years 42.6 cents. 

The price of wheat, though still low, is con- 
siderably above last December's average, 
which was 65 cents. That of 1883 was 91 cents; 
the present is 78.7 cents, a gain equal to the 
unprecedented decline indicated last Decem- 
ber. For the five years past the average farm 
value bas been 90 cents per bushel, and for the 
preceding ten years $1.05. Last year farm 
value was 38 per cent lower than for the ten 
years ended in 1879,due mainly to a fuller 
European production and a smaller foreign de- 
mand for a surplus nearly equal to a third of 
the entire crop. The range ot State prices is 
from 57 cents in Nebraska to $1.25 in Massa- 
chusetts. It is above $1 in the Eastern and in 
the Cotton States for home-grown wheat. The 
value in New York State is 96, an increase of 
11 cents; Pennsylvania 95, an increase of 11 
cents; Ohio 91, an increase of 16 cents; Ken- 
tucky 95, an increase of 19 cents; Michigan 84, 
an increase of 10 cents; Indiana 86, an increase 
19 cents; lilinois 81, an increase of 18 cents; 
Wisconsin 76, an increase of 16 cents; Minne- 
sota 70. an increase of 20 cents; Iowa 67, an 
increase of 12 cents; Missouri 67, an increase 
of 15 cents; Kansas 65, an increase of 20 cents; 
Nebraska 67, an increase of 15.cents; Dakota 
63, an increase of 17 cents.

The 
farm prices are: Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, and Georgia, 8.5 cents: Ala- 
bama and Louisiana, 8.8; Mississippi, 8.4; Tex- 
as and Tennessee, 8.

There is nothing for me to do as 
between them. All that Dr. Tuomas and I can

Quarreling Over Stocke—A Fronem ou Part- 
ner—Oonvicting a Lottery 


The trial of B. T. O. Hubbard, former casbier of 
the First National Bank of Monmouth, IL, was 
continued before Judge Blodgett yesterday. 

J. L. Waller, the head clerk of the Merchants’ 
National Bank of Chicago, was put on the witness- 
stand to prove that balances reported by the de- 
fendant to the Controller were false. W. F. Wood 
of the Continental National Bank and Robert 
Ehlert of the Union National Bank made similar 
statement. James A. Hunt, a Board of Trade man, 
through whom Hubbard did much of his specula- 
tion, identified the amounts of different moneys 
whieh Hubbard had sent him, and testified in re- 
gard to his losses on the board since 1882. He said 
that at the close of Hubbard’s transactions with 
his frm Hubbard had lost over $20,700. 

William C. Oakiey proved an interesting witness. 
He is a National Bank Examiner, and Monmouth, 
III., is in his district. He was called to Monmouth 
by a telegram from Joseph Stevensou, one of the 
directors of the bank, April 9, 1884, The bank was 
closed, and he immediately took possession. Hub- 
bard and tne directors were called together, and 
they made an examination. In the vault were found 
$8,619 in cash; notes and bills discounted, $149,443; 
stocks, bonds, mortgages, to., $8,146. were 
all of the assets. The deficit was found to be 


$114,702. After the examination began Hubbard 
suddenly disappeared. He met him in Waukesha 


saw him in the hotel a short time after- 
ward, and Hubbard told him he had been taking 
a trip over the Northern Pacific Railroad for his 
“ bealth,’’ and was ready to go back to Monmouth. 
A Deputy Sherif met Hubbard a few hours later. 
helped him gather bis baggage, and took him to 
jall. At another interview Hubbard said that the 
defalcation was all made subsequent to June 23. 
1883, the time of the last examination of the bank. 
Cross-examined by Gen. Leake, defendant's coun- 
sel, Mr. Oakley said that he found it had been quite 
a regular thing with the bank to rediscount the di- 
rectors’ paper. President Rankin had $85,000 out, 
with no security, and Director John M. Brewen 
$20,000. This sum in various amounts bad been 
discounted by the Continental National, Union Na- 
tional, Merchants’ National of Chicago, and the 
Park National Bank of New York and redis- 
counted by tne Monmouth bank, making 
the latter security to these other banks for the 
whole amount—$105,.000—which was $30.000 greater 
than the entire capital of the bank. These facts 
Mr. Oakley reported to the Controller, and the dis- 
counted paper was paid by the two directors, the 
bank losing nothing. 

Bvidence was also introduced by W. E. Schell. 
bookkeeper of the bank, to show that Hubbard had 
repeatedly issued drafts for large amounts and 
only put a small amount as crawn on the stub. In 
one case the stub only called for $14 while the cor- 
responding draft was $5,441; while in another in- 
stance it called for $30 when the draft was $5, 000. 

John Carr, a director of the bank, related the cir- 
eumstances attending the discovery of the deficit 
and Hubbard’s confession of his stealings. He 
said that April 2, 1884, the directors went inte the 
vault to count the money on hand. They found 
it much less than they expected, and 
their suspicions were thereby aroused. There was 
over $12,000 cash, whereas there generally had been 
from $40,000 to $60,000. Joseph Stevenson, a di- 


rector. was sent to Chicago with Hubbard's state- 


ment to see how it compared with the facts. He 
returned the day following and reported that where 
Hubbard showed a baiance in the Union Nationa! 
of 621.000 there was in fact an overdraft of $73.64. 
The Continental credited the Monmouth bank with 
$5,000, while Hubbard reported $16,000. The bogus 
certificate of deposit in favor of William M. Gregg 
for $10,000 bad also been carried by them three or 
four years. When confronted with these facts 
Hubbard admitted his guilt, and said that re would 
make over his property. This he afterwards did. 
Hubbard admitted baving lost most of it on the 
Board of Trade, and that it had nearly all gone 
within the last three or four months. The direct- 
ors then supposed that the shortage was about 

75,000. It afterwards proved to be $114,000. Tue 
court adjourned before Mr. Carr concluded his 
testimony, 


A QUARREL OVER SOME STOCKS. 


A bill was G@ied in the Superior Court yesterday 
by John V. A. Weaver and Arthur C. Weaver 
against 8. E. Moore to restrain him from selling 
sixty shares of the Duck & Wilcox Paper- Box Com- 
pany held by him as collateral security. They say 
that in May last the Duck & Wilcox Paper-Box 
Company executed to them three notes for $1,000 
each, due in three, six, and nine months. June 13 
complainants made a contract with Annie L. Gart- 
side to buy from her No. 3219 Vernon avenue and 
assign to her sixty shares of the paper-box com- 
pany as security. The notes and stock were 
subsequently assigned to Moore, and not de- 
ing paid at maturity he published a 
notice on the 30th ult., that today he would sell the 
stock to pay the amount due on the notes. Com- 
plainants say they tried repeatediy to have Moore 
exhaust his remedy against the company on the 
notes, as the company is abundantly solvent, de- 
fore sacrificing the collateral, but he refused to do 
so. The managers of the company, however, who 
hold a majority of ite stock, are hostile to com- 
plainants, as is charged, and are trying to freeze 
them out. They claim they indorsed the notes 
without recourse, and therefore put any holder on 
inquiry. and should not be forced to pay them un- 
til it is shown the company cannot do so. A 
temporary injunction was issued by Judge Gar- 
nett restraining Moore from selling the stock. 


A PARTNER WANTS A FAIR DIVIDB. 


O. Jerome Flagg filed a bill yesterday in the Su- 
perior Court against Olivia and Peter Peterson and 
C. F. Remick, to compel them to give bim an ac- 
counting. He says that from August, 1880, to Janu- 
ary, 1882, he was partner with Olivia Peterson in 
the Chicago Cotton Batting Mill Company at Nos. 
92 and 94 Illinois street. The business was dis- 
solved Jan. 24. 1882, and Mrs. Peterson and her 
husband immediately took exclusive charge of the 
factory and ran it until July following. when it was 
burned down. Complainant soon afterward, on 
the representation that the loss was a 
total one, was induced to sell out 
his interest for $800, but he says he only sold his 
interest in the milis, that he still has a claim on the 
Petersons and Herrick, who were in some way in- 
terested for the rents and profits of the machinery, 
ete., until it was burned up, and for part of 
the value of the stock, building, and machinery. 
They have never settled with bim, and he now 
asks for an accounting.

Robert E. Jenkins, as assignee in bankruptcy of 
Robert M. Cherrie, fled a petition in the County 
Court representing that in September, 1884, he was 
directed by the court to compromise a claim for 
$40,310 against John Otis of Mancelona, Mich., then 
insolvent, by accepting 1,840 tons of pig-iron at 
$19 a ton. The assignee took a bill of sale 
of the iron, but leftitin the possession of Otis. 
Portions of the stock were sold from time to time, 
amounting in all to about 835 tons, so that there 
should de a balance of 1,005 tons subject to the 
order of the assignes. As a matter of fact, none 
of the iron is at Mancelona. When Otis was con- 
sulted on the subject he said there must have been 
some mistake in the settlement. Mr. Jenkins ad- 
vised him to come into the County Court and have 
the settlement set aside. Otis expressed his inten- 
tion of doing so. but his offer was never carried 
into effect. Judge Prendergast entered a rule upon 
Otis to deliver the 1,005 tons without delay, and 
ordered the assignee, in case Otis failed to comply 
with the mandate, to sue him for the entire amount 
of the claim—to-wit: $40,310, treating the settie- 
ment as rescinded. The compromise was for 50 
cents on the dollar, and as Otis is said now to be 
solvent once more, he will probably Gnd the order 
of peremptory importance. 


A LOTTERY AGENT CONVICTED, 


The jury in Judge Blodgett's conrt returned a ver- 
dict yesterday morning oft not guilty’ in the case 
of Bob Riley, the Royal Havana Lottery agent, 
and found John McKenny, his partner. guilty. The 
prosecution is much chagrined at the failure to 
convict Riley. The evidence was very clear that 
he was engaged in the lottery business, it being 
proved that he had the plates prepared and the 
tickets printed.

VANDERBILT NOT THE RICHEST MAN IN 
THE WORLD. * 
CHICAGO, Dec. 9.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
—In your general history of Vanderbilt in yes- 
terday’s issue, mentioning the rich men of the 
world, yousay: Mr. Vanderbilt could bave 
bought any of the Rothschilds and still be the 
richest man in the world.” This is a very se- 
rious mistake. Very few people in this coun- 
try have any idea of the enormous wealth of 
the Rotbschilds, which experienced bankers of 
Europe estimate at from $500,000,000 to $1,000,- 
000,000. Some judge it more. Even one of 
the Rothschilds has as much wealth as Mr. 
Vanderbilt. Their wealth consists largely of 
valuable real estate and mises all over Ru- 
rope, though, of course, the bulk of it is in 
good bonds and securities. The financial pow- 
er of the Rothschilds is immense. They could 
today ruin the leading Powers of the 
world, such as Engiand, France, Germany, 
Russia, and Austria. Some forty years ago the 
Rothschilds brought the Bank of 
most powerful financial inatitution in the 
world—toterms. The bank refused to discount 
their paper. Rothschild gathered up the bulk 
of the demand notes of the Bank of 
and, with two assistants carrying the bills, de- 
manded the gold, saying as they would not 
trust him he woula not trust them. He ten- 
dered them one note at a time, examining 
closely the coin he received, taking up as much 
time as possible to prevent others doing any 
business. The bank having been informed of 
the large amount of notes Rotuschild held, and 
his determination to demand the gold, became 
alarmed, sent for him, told him they would 
discount any of his and he withdrew 
with his bank notes. It is well known that the 
Rothschilds knew the result of the battle of 
Waterloo some twenty-four hours before the 
British Government, which they managed to 
secure by honest, shrewd arrangements, and it 
is also well known that by that knowledge they 
made many millions. The Rothschilds keep ail 
their business very secret; they combine good 
judgment and shrewdness with undoubted in- 
tegrity, even using yet Hebrew cipbers in tel- 
egraphing amoung their own houses and princi- 
pal agents all over the world, also allowing

in the United States siens his own name on all 
drafts upon the Rothschilds. A few years ago 
their principal cashier of the house in Vienna, 
Germany, stole nearly two millions in bonds 
from the vaults, which be pledged to speculate 
on the bourse, presuming from his knowledge 
of the firm he sould make a large fortune in a 
short time. But ne came to grief, os every- 
thing. He had only a small part of their finan- 
cial combinations and did not know the Rotb- 
schilds were willing to lose money in Vienna, 
which would assist them in making largely in 
other cities. The Rothschilds prosecute all 
their defaulters, the above man receiving a 
sentence of ten years in gr’ prison.

Whatever might be the decision of “ the 
voters of the several States” on this question, 
it is quite certain that the Supreme Court of 
the United States has already, in several in- 
stances, decided the question very clearly. 
Aud if Mr. Manning really thinks the preyail- 
img sentiment of the people is adverse to the 
greenback currency he is as ignorant of pubiic 
opinion as he is of political economy. He 
speaks correctly for Wall street, no doubt, but 
he wofully misrepresents the sentiments and 
wishes of the people on this subject. The lat- 
est decision ot the Supremo Court on the legal- 
tender question was rendered on or about the 
Ist of Maron, 1884, allof the nine Judges ex- 
cept Judge Field (a Democrat) concurrmg. 
The question before the court was whether the 
notes of the United States issued in time of 
war ana made a legal tender for the payment 
of private debts, redeemed with coin since the 
Close of the War, and subsequently reissued 
under theact of 1878, could, under the Consti- 
tution of the United States, be a legal tender. 
The decision emphatically declared that such 
nutes could be and were a legai tender for the 
payment of private debts. One brief quotation 
from the decision will be sufficient to show the 
tenor thereof. The court said: 

** We are irresistibly impelled to the conclu- 
sion that the impressing upon the Treasury 
notes of the United States the quality of being 
a legal tender in payment of private debts is 
an appropriate means, conducive and pilainiy 
adapted to the execution of undoubted powers 
of Congress, and consistent with the letter and 
spirit of the Constitution, and, therefore, with- 
in the meaning of that instrument necessary 
and proper for the carrying into execuwon of 
the powers vested by this Constitution in the 
government of the United States. .

The leading produce markets were tame yester- 
day and averaged weaker. The weather was steadier 
in the direction of cold and the latest news from 

urope was supposed to be less warlike, which 
favored selling while it made buyers less anxious 
to take hold. There was not much of interest in 
the markets. They seemed to be verging towards 
the holiday character a little sooner than is usual 
in December, the trading being rather in evening up 
than in making new deals. 

Provisions were dull and easier, very little being 
done exceot in changes at a shade less than 10c on 
meats andashade more than l0con pork. The 
trading was mostly in the smallest lots general be- 
fore the “1,000-bu rule came into force, Hogs 
were quoted steady, with only a moderate supply. 
and product would probably have sold at about 
Wednesday’s prices but for the weakness in wheat. 
The shipping demand was light. Pork sold 12 
lower, to $9.87}¢ for February, improved to $9.95, 
and closed at 9.926. with May at Tue premium. 
A lot of 1.000 bris seller all next year was sold by 
Baldwin to Singer at $9.6244. Lard declined 5c, to 
$6.12}, for February. Ribs sold be lower, and 
closed a shade better, at $4.95 for February. 
Cash sales were reported of 500 bris of old pork at 
$9.00; 90 bDris back pork at $9.50; 250 tes lard at 
$6.0244 ; 100,000 ibs green shoulders at 3c; 25 boxes 
ary-salted do at se; 125 tes sweet-pickled do at 
4c; 126,000 Ibs green hams (16 los) at 7c; and 25,- 
000 lbs do (20 lbs) at 63¢c. 

Fiour was dull and nominally unchanged. The 
trading was only local. Sales were reported of 
1,050 bris and 800 sacks, equal to a total of 1,600

Wheat dragged most of the day, with a modernte 
volume of trading. The British markets were 
called steady though slow, but the quantity on 
ocean passage to England was reported to have in- 
creased 150,600 qrs, and private cables told of free 
offerings of Indian wheat. Also, the folks here. 
bad got the idea that the Washington estimates 
would show an increase of some 15,000,000 bu over 
the last-given figures for our crop; and it was re- 
ported that a count of the situation shows about 
30,020,000 bu of wheat in the country elevators of 
the Northwest.

The latter 
averaged just 28 Ibs, or half a bushel, short of the 
home weight, while that weighed into store 
averaged 34 bu short on each car.

The new rates of inspection on grain are now in 
force. The terms are 35c per car-load and 10c per 
wagon-load.
